Concerning the above Contents 

The red numbers represents the row positioning of the headstones within the cemetery. The alpha 
letters represent the order within the row. There is a map explaining the placement of each row. 

Due to so many different cemeteries being deposited in this location, and no one cemetery has had 
all their inhabitants removed to this location, thus... this is a newly created cemetery and requires a 
new name. 

I have named this cemetery; Johnson after the Benjamin Johnson family who has the most recorded 
members in this location and Caldwell after Sam Caldwell who donated the land for this reclamation 
project. Coincidently, this cemetery is located on the original homesite of Kincaid Caldwell and his 
home is now a museum. Containing Johnson family and Caldwell contributions, henceforth this 
cemetery is known as the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery of Franklin County, Missouri. 

Others have misnamed this cemetery McCallister Cemetery due to their misunderstanding of the 
circumstances that created this cemetery. Only a small portion of the McCallisters from the original 
cemetery found their resting place in this cemetery. 

Even though, I only listed one newspaper account of the removal of the Thomas McCallister 
Cemetery, I imagine there are other newspapers notices of intent to remove the Johnson Burial 
Ground, Goeble Cemetery and Gregory Cemetery. 

In their book " The Cemeteries of Franklin County, Missouri St. John's Township " by Four Rivers 
Genealogical Society © 1998 spiral paperbound 247 pages listing 30 cemeteries they have listed the 
McCallister Cemetery showing additional people buried in their cemetery as they printed it in 1998. 

These additional people did not make the transition from the McCallister Cemetery to the Johnson- 
Caldwell Cemetery. I believe when they assembled the McCallister Cemetery for the above book they 
took old records and included them in their book. If you notice the newspaper notice of 1980, on page 
13, these are the headstone remains listed at the time of the 1980 notice. 

There are only 2 Gregory people, no Johnson people, (because they were not buried in the 
McCallister Cemetery, no Goeble people, 1 Caldwell person, no Hamblock, no Gaither people, 
indicating all these individuals eventually made it to the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery came from other 
places. 

Since our three heroes, Sam Caldwell, Ralph Gregory and Ken Middleton did not leave a record as to 
[1] when they removed the destroyed headstones and [2] if the remains were part of that removal, [3] 
which cemetery they removed and [4] the inhabitants thereof, we do not know from where these 
remains in the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery originated. Finding additional newspaper notices might 
give a more complete listing.

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The Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery Location 

The Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery is located 2 miles SE outside Washington City, in the Saint John's 
Township of Franklin County, MO. off of Bieker Road on the Old Sam Caldwell farm. As you make a 
left hand turn onto a gravel road, the road makes a slow right and dead ends at the Sam Caldwell 
farm and museum. To your left down in the hollow is the cemetery, which backs up to Dubois Creek. 
The cemetery has a beautiful setting with a beautiful view.

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Row Alignment 

There are 7 rows in the cemetery. If you will notice how I numbered the rows 1a, 1b, 1c, 2a, 3a, etc., 
this is in reference to the actual placement of the headstones. Row 1 is the back row farthest from the 
arched gate. There were many indentations with no markers and there were makers with unreadable 
markings. However, the cemetery is very well kept with cropped grass and a fence around a portion. 

Since all of these inhabitants were relocated here from other locations, the exact placement locations 
are of little value. In a normal cemetery, sometimes you can identify family members because of their 
burial proximity to other family members. In this case we have lost the value of burial association.

The following map was created sometime before 1852 in Franklin County, MO. What leads me to 
conclude this assumption. ..it lists Benjamin Johnson's place and he died in 1852. If this map were 
designed after 1852, then Benjamin Johnson would not be listed as an owner of this property. 

Yellow area is Benjamin Johnson's residence and homestead. 

Green Area is William Henry Johnson Sr., his brother's residence and homestead. 

Grey areas are related families; Andrew McCallister, Caldwells, Masters Campbell, Harvey Campbell. 

Blue highlighted area was the location of the Thomas McCallister ce mete ry on Andrew McCallister's 
property before it's removal in 1980 to the new location, which is the ^| highlighted area. 

Re| Cross highlighted area is on the Samuel Kincaid Caldwell farm, which is presently misnamed the 
McAllister Cemetery, which is incorrect. There are more Johnson's buried there than any other family. 

This Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery is a collection of several cemeteries relocated to this location. 
Therefore, no one cemetery is dominant with their inhabitants but represents several cemeteries 
thereby requiring a new name. Through research I found the original names of these cemeteries were 
Thomas McCallister Cemetery, Johnson Burial ground, Goebel Cemetery and a few others. 

This "new" cemetery is on Samuel Caldwell's farm and since he donated the land for the multi- 
cemetery removal reclamation, then it should be named after him in his honor. 

Out of respect for my numerous Johnson ancestors, I retain the name Johnson . 

Out of research and respect for the Caldwell family, I retain the name Caldwell . 

Therefore concerning this book the misnamed McCallister or McAllister cemetery will be hereby 
known as the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery fo Franklin County, Missouri . 
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Saint John's Township, Franklin County, Missouri before 1 852 
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The Nightmare 

In 1980, a construction contractor decided the Thomas McCallister Cemetery was in his way for his 
new subdivision. In compliance with the law, the county posted notices in the local Washington 
newspaper called " The Missourian " on the dates of August 27, September 3, 10, 17 th of 1980. All 
notices read as follows: 



NOTICE 



Notice is hereby given to all relatives and heirs of the below listed individuals that barring objections 
filed in the Circuit Court of Franklin County, Missouri on or before 30 days from the publication of this 
notice the graves and remains of the individuals listed below and located in the Thomas McCallister 
Non-endowed Cemetery in Section 27, Township 44 North, Range 1 West of the 5th p.m. in Franklin 
County, Missouri will be removed to a new location on a 60 square foot plot located on the Caldwell 
farm in Franklin County, Missouri. Any objections should be filed in writing with the Circuit Clerk with a 
copy to the Franklin County Prosecuting Attorney's Office. The individuals are:

Nancy Campbell, died June 23,1861; 
Sarah Campbell, died February 23, 1883; 
Mary McCallister, died September 15, 1866; 
William McCallister, died August 27, 1840;

Mary Armstrong, died December 8, 1877;

Did you notice the name of the original cemetery was the Thomas McCallister Cemetery and there 
are no Johnsons, Goebels and only one Caldwell in this cemetery? After getting very little response 
from the community, the contractor proceeded to tear down the headstones with his bulldozers. 

Ralph Gregory of Marthasville, Missouri, who was 92 years old at this time (2002), related the 
following story to me. 

Sam Caldwell, Ken Middleton, Ralph and others saw the contractor bulldoze the headstones into a 
nearby creek at the development. Appalled at what they were seeing they decided to reclaim and 
move the graveyard. 

Sam offered a piece of property for the relocation of the cemetery on his land off of Bieker Road. 
Ralph and Ken and others dug up the graves and moved what they could to the new location. 
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Ralph said, "Some headstones in the creek were broken and so badly damaged, they were beyond 
recovery". Many of those headstones of the people listed above are gone forever. 

Ralph also said. "Some of the coffins were very elegant. Made of cast iron and ornate with designs 
and decorations. He said they moved all they could and he thought they were able to get most of the 
graves". He also told me, a great many of the coffins were old and crumbly and rotted and the 
headstones were beyond redemption." 

As Franklin County's needs grew, so did the area and several other cemeteries were relocated and 

ended up what we now call the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery. The Goebel Cemetery and the Johnson 
Burial ground were some of these. 

As a family researcher, interested in all families, I am shocked the citizens of Franklin County would 
allow someone to disturb the graves of our pioneers, whose lives so enriched the history of Franklin 
County, Missouri. Unfortunately, man's pursuit of money sometimes overrides his common sense and 
decency. 

Some of these ancestors like Kincaid Caldwell from Augusta County, Virginia, recognized as the first 
white settler to settle Franklin County in 1803. Benjamin & William Johnson from Iredell County, 
North Carolina who settled in Section 35 in 1823. Others like, Gert Goebel from Coburgthsen, 
Germany, a State Representative and Senator, a well known respected speaker and author. Thomas 
McCallister from Virginia, John McCallister and James Armstrong from Virginia all pioneers who 
developed the land and civilized Franklin County. 

On these headstones of our great ancestors, is the recorded birth and death and sometimes age 
dates necessary for identifying and tracing families. Sometimes they recorded their place of birth and 
marriage dates on these headstones. 

Since Missouri is not well documented in early history, any piece of vital statistic is invaluable and 
irreplaceable. Family bibles are our only sources for these statistics prior to 1830 and they are rare 
and hard to come by, most have been lost. Newspapers weren't really developed until after the1830's 
in some places and are sketchy at best. In my opinion, once a cemetery is dedicated, it should be 
considered sacred ground. Never to be disturbed or moved, not at any price... including progress. 

The history of this country has documented many a pioneer who lost their life by violating sacred 
Native American burial grounds. In some countries even by today's standards, disturbing a burial 
ground would be considered an act of war. We as Americans, take great pride in honoring our fallen 
heroes killed in great wars, but fail to respect those heroes who paved the path to freedom with their 
sacrifices and courage. 

To be fortunate to find an ancestor's grave is cause for celebration. So many are lost to the ages and 
will never be located. But, to allow someone to deliberately destroy this valuable source of American 
heritage even if it's just a name on a rock diminishes all of us as a civilized society.

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A LITTLE SOMETHING ABOUT... HEADSTONES 

To the uninitiated, headstones represent the dead. To the trained observer, headstones state 
volumes about a people, their lifestyle, their economic stature, their relationships, their social 
standing, and their history and family values. 

The location of cemeteries in a community is an important indicator of the movement of the families in 
the region. Over 100 years ago, cemeteries were located in specific places; near churches, near 
communities or towns, on family property, along pioneer wagon trails. 

At the time of the westward expansion, from 1800 to 1900, when a family decided to migrate west for 
opportunity, they usually traveled in groups with other family members. Their reasoning was based on 
several factors. 

First, for protection against Indians and highwaymen. Even if they were moving from Maryland to 
Tennessee, they as a family were at risk. They gathered other family members and groups interested 
in making the trip and traveled en masse to the new location. 

The second reason was for economic security. With a large group of family members, if finances 
were a problem, someone in the family could help out with the necessities. 

Third, same social & religious beliefs. Very rarely, except in large wagon trains were there different 
religious denominations. Usually a family unit with fathers, mothers, aunts and uncles were married to 
others in churches that were structured in the dominant family religion. Baptists married Baptists. 
Methodist married Methodist. Catholics married Catholics and so on. This kept the continuity of the 
family in spiritual harmony. 

However on the negative side, religious segregation fostered prejudice and intolerance against 
people with different or opposing faiths. Even to the point of creating an emotional frenzy to violence, 
destruction of property and loss of life. As long as Indians, outlaws and bad weather were their 
primary concerns for safety, their intolerance for other religions was put on the back 
burner. . .temporarily. 

As they settled in their new location, one of the first luxuries was to build a church. Prior to a church 
building, religious meetings were held in member's homes. Every few weeks the congregation would 
change locations offering other members an opportunity to host and fellowship the congregation. 

The church building served a dual purpose often as a schoolhouse or vice versa. As more and more 
families chose to settle in their community, they could afford to expand and build separate buildings. 

Wherever they located these structures, towns and communities would develop. Sometimes local 
men would donate the property for these structures. 

Those who lived or died in or around a town were lucky enough to be buried in the local church 
cemetery or community cemetery. Others may have lived too far away. 
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Some neighbors were sometimes 10 miles apart or more and therefore, when a family member died, 
they dedicated a portion of their homestead to a cemetery plot or also known as burial ground. Many 
homesteads had burial grounds. 

If you can't find your ancestor in the local cemetery, check the deed records for their last place of 
residence or homestead and see if there was a burial ground on the property. Many old timers in the 
area still living today know where the burial grounds are located. 

As local families intermarried, they usually bought property close to the father and mother's 
homesteads or were given a dowry by the bride's parents or an endowment from the husband's 
parents, which comprised of a homestead. 

Sometimes in the census records, related families are living next door to each other, including the 
married children. This entwined the local families and created bonds of mutual interests in addition to 
marriage with financial and religious interactions. 

Some cemeteries are comprised of only one family surname while others have several who 
intermarried and shared these common interests. The Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery is a good example 
of intermarried common interests. 

If the deceased was financially well-to-do, his burial location of his headstone was decided prior to his 
death. The location in the cemetery was to be a prominent location fitting his stature and social 
standing. In the Catholic Church, being buried next to a church official, priest, bishop, vicar or rector 
was an important and revered honor. 

The size of the headstone and material also gives testimony of the financial substance of the family 
member. Those headstones cut from stone or granite and were engraved, demonstrated the financial 
ability of the family. 

Wooden crosses, rocks and a pile of stones were the standard for many poor folks who did not have 
financial means. Nevertheless, lack of a headstone in no way reflected or diminished their love and 
respect for their deceased loved ones. 

All the above factors; location, material and size is of great importance but without the inscription , our 
identification and research is incomplete. The inscription tells wonders about the individual and family. 

Cleaning a Headstone 

The best way I have found to clean the face of a headstone is to use a wire brush, such as one of 
those you buy to clean your bar-b-que grill and scrub the face removing all dirt, moss, algae and any 
other obstacle. Then take some dirt off the ground and rub it into the indentations exposing the words 
and dates. This does not damage the headstone and reveals all engraved indentations.

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Examples of Headstone inscriptions 

Please Note: The red numbers represent the burial location in this report of that individual. 
HI Person's full name Some headstones state the person's full name. 
For example, " William Rutledge Daughertv " (2f). 

Sometimes headstones are the only source to disclose the middle name or middle initial. 

Often, the middle name is the birth surname of the mother and connects this individual into a new 
family line. 

[21 Birth Surname Some headstones state the birth surname. 
For example, " Pauline Caldwell (3b) nee Campbell ". 
The word "nee" is German and means formally. 

This is very helpful in connecting this daughter to a family living in the area at the time of the marriage 
or death. 

[3] Spouses Some headstones state the spouse. 

For example, " Amelia Johnson (1a) wife of B. Johnson" . 

This is a tremendous identifier. Sometimes this is the only indicator of spouses who marry more than 
once. 

\4\ Parents Some headstones state the parents. 

For example, " Elen Johnson (1 d) daughter of W. & J. C. Johnson ". 

This statement identifies many "lost" children. 

Some children are born and died between the census dates and if it wasn't for the headstone, no one 
would know of their existence. 



|"51 Birthplace Some headstones state the birthplace. 

For example " Sarah Campbell (4d) of Greenebriar Co., VA ". 
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I cannot emphasize the importance of the birth or death location. 

This statement is the tying factor or bridge in locating the individual's birth and possibly ancestral 
homestead of her progenitors. 

By researching Greenbrier County, Virginia for her parents, you may be able to go back several 
generations. 

[61 Multiples Some headstones disclose multiple associations. 

For example, " Ella J. McCallister (7c) wife of C.A. McCallister and daughter of J.A. & P.F. Mealer ". 

This is a classic example of an identifier of the highest degree. 

Not only does it identify her husband, her birth surname, but also her parents. 

[7] Endearing Remarks Some headstones state endearing remarks . 

For example, " Wiley Johnson (1g) in memory of beloved husband ". 

Some state, "who departed this life" and others just plain "Father" and "Mother". 

On the surface you may say how nice. However, to the trained observer it states this individual had a 
wife and/or children. 

[8] Full Dates Some headstones present the full dates . 

For example, " William H. Johnson (1f) born November 8, 1784 died January 11, 1857 ." 

Full dates give the researcher a time reference of the individual's life. 

The above tells me in the1790 census he is a 6-year-old son. 

In the 1800 census he is 16 years old and in the 1810 census he is 26 years old. 

You progress his age all they way to the 1850 census where he should be last recorded. This tracking 
from Cradle to Grave can be used to create the Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profile. 

The state, county and township of the last census they were alive, would probably be their death 
location proximity. You check that county's probate records for an inventory, will or estate settlement 
and may find the probable location of the cemetery. 
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Also the full dates tell me the approximate time of his first marriage... if any. 

It was common for men in the 1800's to marry between 18 to 40 years of age. I would guess William 
being born in 1784, could have been married between 1802 to 1824. 

By checking the 1810 census, I would be looking for a 26 year old named William Johnson. If he is 
shown with a wife, then by subtracting his oldest child's age, I can arrive at the approximate marriage 
year. In this case he was married twice, 1808 and 1816. 

Another benefit by knowing he was born in 1784, I can eliminate all men listed in the 1790 census 
without a son aged less than 15 and under. This helps me to narrow the research for his father. Same 
rule applies to the 1800 census. 



|"91 Partial Dates Some headstones state partial dates . 
For example, " A. Gregory (7a) born 1823 died 1889 " 

All is not lost, depending on the state and area they lived. In Missouri, birth and death records were 
kept by the state beginning in 1910. So, if the headstone states they died after 1910, then they may 
have a record of his death at the Missouri State Bureau of Vital Statistics, which has a free website. 

In other states, they kept records sometimes as early as the 1800's. So, it depends on the state in 
which they lived or died. 

On the above example, I would check probate, newspapers and local relatives for maybe family 
bibles for the exact information on his birth and death dates. Also, don't overlook the local churches 
who sometimes kept very good records of births and deaths. 

Even with just those dates you can apply the Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profile to find out more about 
him. 



HOI One Date Only Some headstones state the birth and/or death date only . 
For example, " Estelle Luckey (2e) wife of John Luckey born 1785 ". 
This is still a valuable starting point. 

On the above example, women traditionally married between 15 and 30 during the 1800's. 
I would guess Estelle married John around 1800 to 1815. 

By checking the 1820 census, I found they had 4 children all less than 9 years of age. 
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This puts their marriage date between 1811 and 1816. By subtracting 9 years from 1820 you get 
1811. Since they had 4 children, who could have ages 1 ,2,3,4, you subtract 4 from 1 820. 

Their actual marriage date in the Rowan County, North Carolina Marriage Record books is 7 April 
1813. 

By knowing the approximate marriage year, you save valuable time when researching marriage 
records. 

Also, another benefit, I was fortunate enough to find the marriage record giving me the birth surname 
of Estelle, which is (NIBLOCK). This led me to her side of the family, which I was able to go back 3 
more generations to Scotland. 

Concerning her death date, she died between 1840 and 1850 in Franklin County, Missouri because 
she is in the 1840 census and not in the 1850 census with her husband and family. 



[11] Aged Date Some headstones state the aged date . 

For example, " Benjamin (1c) Johnson died February 18, 1852, aged 76 years, 10 months, 18 days ". 

When using the Date Calculator of various family history programs, you insert the ending date which 
is the death date and you fill in the years, months and days and it automatically calculates out the 
birth date. 

In this case Benjamin's calculated birth date is 31 March 1775. 

Too many researchers underestimate the importance of the aged date information. If accurate, the 
aged date can give you an approximate birth date. 

Unfortunately, a large percentage of the time, the aged date information is wrong or the death date is 
wrong. 

One has to believe the headstone inscriber got the death date correct when he filled out the death 
date on the headstone. But I have found this is not always true. 

Many times I have seen the birth date listed and the aged date conflicting. You will see examples of 
this in this report. 

That's why when researching family history information, the more collaborating evidence you 
accumulate, the more creditable your research. 
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[12] Marriage Dates Some headstones also state the marriage date and location. 
Marriage dates and locations are a valuable tool in tracing the migration of your ancestor. 
The marriage location gives the county in which the wife's parents may have lived. 
Besides the date, sometimes you get witnesses and relatives. 
I have also seen lengthy contracts between the two marriage partners. 

On the same day, I have seen where two or more family members were married in a double wedding. 
Sometimes this is the only evidence of a family relationship. 

Also, marriage dates allow you to correctly assign children to a family. Those children who were born 
prior to the marriage date can give you an indication of a previous marriage by either parent 
depending on the surname of the child. 

The Ideal Headstone Inscription 

In my opinion, the ideal headstone inscription would be written as follows: 

Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt 
Son of Henry Winslow & Laura Mary Magdalene (MISSEY) Pratt 
Born 1 November 1893 in Hamilton Hollow, Washington Co., MO. 
Died 27 July 1947 in Bourbon, Crawford Co., MO. 
Married Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) 12 April 1919 in Crawford Co., MO. 
Daughter of James Millard Sr. & Mary Jane Theodosia (BARTON) Johnson 
Father of Mary Edith (PRATT) Skaggs; Carl Benjamin; Roy Lee; 
Floyd Theodore; Nadine Wilma Pearl (PRATT); James Henry Pratt 

The above inscription reveals the following; 

1 . His full name. (Gives me a hint of maybe his grandfather's names.) 

2. His parents and his mother's maiden name. 

3. His full birth date and location. (Which means his parents were married prior to 1893.) 

4. His full death date and location. (Tells me which censuses he would be in.) 

5. The full name of his spouse, date and location of the marriage. 

6. The spouse's parent's full name. 

7. The maiden name of the Mother of the spouse. 

8. His children's full name. 

9. His daughter's spouse's surname. 

The size of the print on the headstone is of little importance, the information is priceless.

• 1a Amelia Johnson Her headstone states she is the wife of B. Johnson. Good clear readings 
with a birth date of Nov 23, 1769 and a death date of Nov. 1, 1859. 




This headstone makes her one of the oldest persons in this cemetery. 
According to records by the other researchers, they think her maiden name was (GASTON). 1 



However, I have found no evidence of a marriage and I am still searching. I am not surprised of an 
unverifiable marriage record, since many of the county courthouses in North Carolina were burned 
and the records are lost.

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Also, not many Gaston's were in North Carolina at around 1795-1799, however, there were many in 
South Carolina just across the border. I think I have an alternative hypothesis to this marriage 
problem. 

Her husband, Benjamin Johns(t)on was born in 1775. This makes Amelia 6 years older than 
Benjamin. That age discrepancy was a rarity in the 1800's. Men did not normally marry single women 
older than themselves... unless they were widows. 

Concerning her age please note the following: 

The census data for 1800 2 states she was born between 1775-1784. 
The census data for 1810 3 states she was born between 1766-1784. 
The census data for 1820 4 states she was born before 1775. 
The census data for 1830 5 states she was born between 1761-1770. 
The census data for 1840 6 states she was born between 1761-1770.

The census data for 1850 states she was born 1770 in North Carolina. 
This data puts her in harmony with the headstone data for her birth date. 

If her headstone birth date is correct, then she would have been 30 years old before her first child 
was born; Townsend in 1799. That is also a rarity. I don't believe it. 

I think Amelia was married before Benjamin and her first married name was Gaston, not her maiden 
name! That's why we can't find a marriage record for them. 

However, if they were married in Iredell County, North Carolina then those records were lost to fire. 
Young girls usually married between the ages of 15 and 25 in the 1800's. 

That means Amelia could have had her first marriage between 1784-1794, almost 10 years before 
she married Benjamin sometime between 1796-1799. 

Since they named the first son, Townsend, maybe Townsend was her birth surname. 

I maybe wrong, but I think if there is a marriage record, maybe it is in South Carolina or Maryland. 

Wilson "Willis" Johnson, the youngest son of Benjamin & Amelia stated in the 1880 census 8 his 
parents were from Maryland. 

Their grandson, Lewis Johnson stated in the 1900 census his parents were from Maryland. 
Lewis is the son of Townsend & Rebecca (DYSON) Johnson. 9 

This could have been an error and maybe he reported their birth state, as Missouri (MO), which would 
not have been correct, but he stated MD for Maryland. Did the census taker make an error or... did 
Wilson know more than we do?

Others researched Amelia's birth surname long before I entered the genealogical scene in 1975 but 
no proof was offered to substantiate the name of Gaston or Gatson as her birth surname and any 
evidence collected has not been conclusive. If the headstone birth date of 23 November 1769 for 
Amelia is correct, then she was born 6 years older than spouse; Benjamin. Marrying a woman older 
than you was highly unusual for average marriages taking place in those times. 

Also, another anomaly would indicate she was 30 years old when she had her firstborn child; 
Townsend Johnson in 1799. Young girls around that time period usually married between the ages of 
15 and 25. This would indicate she could have been married between 1784 and 1794 long before she 
married Benjamin Johns(t)on. Benjamin could have been her second marriage. 

Therefore, I believe Gaston or Gatson may not have been her birth surname but her previous married 
name. After checking North Carolina census records, especially the earlier ones (1800) I did not find 
many Gastons or Gatsons especially in Rowan County, North Carolina. 

However, Gaston Gatson families were numerous in South Carolina. Usually there should have been 
parents or siblings living in close proximity to the children after the children get married. I found no 
Gaston or Gatson families in close proximity to the Johns(t)on clan in Rowan County, North Carolina 
in the 1800 census. 

This would indicate two things, first; if her maiden name was Gaston or Gatson after marriage to 
Benjamin she left her Gaston family and moved to Rowan County, North Carolina or second; Gaston 
or Gatson was her previously married name and not related to Amelia's actual birth surname. 
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Therefore, that's why there are no Gaston's living in close proximity to Benjamin and Amelia ( ) 

Johnson's family in Rowan County, North Carolina. I wouldn't be surprised if Townsend was Amelia's 
maiden name. I am sure the answer lies in South Carolina somewhere. Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009

The Johnson's 
and all those allied families from Rowan and Iredell County desired to relocate to this newly formed 
state of Missouri. With a large family beginning to come of age and needing cheap good fertile soil in 
which to cultivate and raise their families, I would imagine the property values in Rowan and Iredell 
Counties of North Carolina were expensive and mostly "farmed" out. Stories of plentiful game and 
cheap fertile land probably swayed the Johnson's and their allied families to relocate to Franklin 
County, Missouri. - Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009 

Research Note 

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was with his brother William 
Henry Johnson Sr. in Saint Charles County before settling in Franklin County. He may have 
purchased property in either Saint Charles County or Saint Louis before he bought land near 
Washington, Saint John's Township, Franklin County, Missouri in 1828.

From 1750 to1820 in Rowan & Iredell Counties, there were several John Johnstons and several 
Benjamin Johnstons. It appears they were related in various ways. 

The first place I pick up on my Benjamin, he is a witnesses to a land transaction in Rowan County in 
1797. 
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In the 1800 census of Rowan Co., NC . He is listed as a male age 16-25 with a female age 16-25 
and a male age 9 & under. 

Benjamin would be 25 in 1800 and Amelia should be 6 years older, however, the census taker didn't 
always get the dates right. Also, the boy would be Townsend Johnson born 1799. 

In 1800, Benjamin is living next door to John Johnston Sr , and John Johnston Jr , and a Thomas 
Howard and Samuel Luckie Sr and Samuel Luckie Jr in Rowan Co., NC. 

John Johnston Sr. in the 1800 census is aged 45 and over with John Jr. 16-25 and Benjamin is 16-25 
and William, Benjamin's brother is still living with his father because he is only 16. 

It is in my opinion that the John Johnston Sr . is the father of Benjamin & William Henry Johnston Sr. If 
this is the case then John Johnston Jr. is their brother 48 . 

Smoking Gun: In the week of June 7 th through the 13 th of 2002, I made a road trip to Statesville, 
Iredell Co., NC and Salisbury, Rowan Co., NC for Johnston , Lucky , Hunter , Osborn , Dyson and 
Lovelace research in their family history rooms of the public library. 

I had found Russell Black had abstracted the deeds from Rowan County and Lois Schneider, Edie 
Purdy and Shirley Coulter abstracted deeds from Iredell County and these abstracts were listed in 
book form. 

In Deed Book 18, Page 586 of Rowan Co., NC dated 10 June 1802 stated the following: 

"James Campbell of Rowan County to Benjamin Johnston, son of John of the other part of Rowan for 
£95, gold and silver lawful money of North Carolina sells to Benjamin Johnston son of John, 95 acres 
lying in Rowan adjacent George Brandon Jr. and John Brandon's property. 

It was part of a State Grant to John Brandon. Witnesses: Thomas Bean, William Howard. Proved by 
Howard at May Court 1803 49 ." 

I verified this by looking at the actual microfilm of the deed which was in poor condition and almost 
illegible. Also, I checked it with another book of abstracts. 

Benjamin Johnson signed with an (X) and his father John also signed with an (X).

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This was the smoking gun I had looked for over 25 years. This was my proof of parentage for 
Benjamin Johnson. 

There are several Benjamin Johnstons around that time. In addition to my Benjamin, there is a 
Benjamin Johnston Sr. and a Benjamin Johnston Jr. 

What differentiates my Benjamin from the other Benjamins is his association with his neighbors in the 
1800 census. 

Look at footnote 46 on the previous page. Samuel Luckie Sr. and Jr. play a pivotal role in the 
Johnson families both in North Carolina and in Franklin Co., MO. There are so many land 
transactions in Rowan & Iredell Counties between these families; I could not record all of them. 

The Johnson's and Luckie's were one of the original settlers receiving land grants and lived off of 
South Yadkin River north of Fourth Creek at the junction of Beaver Dam Creek in northern Rowan 
Co., NC. 

It is difficult to pinpoint the exact location because they used names of adjacent owners to plot the 
boundaries of the property when transferring ownership. 

Looking at the map on next page, you can see that the Johnstons and Luckie's were close neighbors. 

Robert Johnston could be John's father but I cannot prove the connection yet. 

Beaver Dam Creek runs into Iredell Co., in fact, it is just a mile or two from Statesville, which is the 
county seat of Iredell Co. 

The Johnstons, Luckies were successful businessmen who owned large profitable plantations.

In the Book " A History of Rowan County, North Carolina " by Rev. Jethro Rumple published by 
Heritage Books, 1999, on page 167 states the following: 

Lord Cornwallis Departs 

"A march of about fifteen or eighteen miles brought them to their first encampment, on the west side 
of the South Fork of the Yadkin (River), not far from Rencher's (or Renshaw's) Ford. A little stream, 
called Beaver Dam, would furnish them water, and the well-to-do farmers of the South River and 
Fourth Creek — the Johnsons, Luckeys, Grahams, Gillespies, and Knoxes — had capacious and 
well-filled barns, cribs, and granaries. " 

This article was originally published in 1881 . This collaborates and verifies the prosperity of the 
Johnson and Luckey families. 
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Rowan County Will Book "D", Page 5, dated 7 Oct 1802: 

William Howard, Jr. date 7 Oct 1802 leaves his last will and testament. To his wife, Sarah to have 
£20. Sons, Alvin and Greenburg and daughter Anna. Executor: his father William Howard Sr., and 
brother John Prather. Witnesses: Benjamin Johnson and Jesse Swann. 50 

Rowan County Deed Book "18", Page 131, dated 7 Feb1803: 

On 7 Feb1803, a Benjamin Johnson Jr sells to John Prather Jr. for $237.50, 95 acres on Hunting 
Creek adjacent George Brandon and John Brandon. It was part of a State Grant to John Brandon. 
Witnesses: William Howard, John (X) Johnston. Proved by Howard at May Court 1803 51 . 

I don't believe Russell Black, the author of this abstract was correct in listing Benjamin as a junior. I 
looked at the microfilm and could not read the writing it was so faint. 

How could Benjamin be a junior, when a previous deed recorded him the "son of John" unless this is 
a different Benjamin. You decide. 

There are several coincidences in this abstract with the previous one on the deed page 586 in 1802. 
(See page 28) First the acreage is identical. Second the property borders on the same adjacent 
owners. It is identified as the original state grant to John Brandon. (See map of grants on page 29) 
John Johnson signs this deed with Benjamin and they both made (X). William Howard is a witness on 
both. 

William Howard it appears was the father or brother to Thomas Howard in the 1800 census. (See 
footnote 46 on page 27) What makes this interesting is Benjamin named one of his sons, Thomas 
Howard Johnson! 

I also checked the above abstract with another book 52 and there is no mention of a junior for 
Benjamin but George Brandon is listed as a junior. 

Benjamin and family move sometime between 1803 to1810 to Iredell Co., NC. 

In the 1810 census of Iredell Co, NC, Benjamin is living next door to Greenbury Johnston , John D. 
Johnston , Thomas Lovelace, and on the prior page William, Joseph, Barton Dyson. 53

(2) His brother, William H. (1f)& Elizabeth (1e) (LUCKIE) Johnson Sr., 

(3) John Luckie (2k), father of Elizabeth and Jesse, who first settled in St. Charles Co., MO. More 
about these people later in the report. 

Valentine (2c) & Margaret (2i) (WILLSON) Hunter, join them in Franklin County, Missouri sometime in 
1827. 

There are several land transactions in the years, 1823, 1824 in Iredell County for a Benjamin 
Johnson. Either, this is one of the other Benjamin Johnsons or our Benjamin Johnson went back to 
Iredell to sell his land holdings. We have proof of his arrival in Missouri in 1823. 

Upon their arrival in Missouri, the Johnstons dropped the "t" in Johnston. 

The rest of the Dysons came to Franklin Co., in the 1830s. The Osborns, Campbells, Caldwells, 
Dents, Gibsons, Jamisons, Parks and Richardsons were already here in Franklin Co., MO. by 1819 56 . 
More about these people later in the report. 

Benjamin's son Martin, carried a whetstone used for sharpening pocketknives with the inscription, 
"Brought from N Carolina by Martin Johnson in 1823" 57 . This is a "smoking gun" and offers hard 
evidence of the Johnson's arrival in MO as being 1823.

Edwin Johnson told me family folklore had said a brother of Benjamin's had accompanied Benjamin & 
family to Missouri but he went on to Texas. 



He could be the mystery male in the 1810 & 1820 census. I address this issue in my full report on 
Benjamin Johnston. 

This is a very interesting story because I found a will in Iredell Co., which stated the following: 

James Johnston of the county of Iredell & N.C. being very sick & weak in body bequests various 
items to each of his children. To Hezekiah Johnson he stated the following, "to my son, Hezekiah 
Johnson if he returns from Texas within the space of 7 years from the date of my decease, I bequeath 
an equal share of my estate with the rest of my children, but if he does not return within the time 
above specified, then & in that case I give and bequeath to his children the 1 A as much as is hereafter 
bequeathed to any of my other children 58 . 



This James Johnson also had sons named William and Benjamin. 



After his arrival in Franklin Co., MO in 1823, Benjamin prospered and became a leading citizen of 
Franklin Co. and continued the family tradition of slave ownership until his death in 1852. 

His first land entry in Franklin Co., MO. was recorded 12 Jan 1828 59 in Section 35. See page 9. 

Benjamin owned large tracts of land and as you can see on the map, a schoolhouse occupied the 
upper portion of his property.

His brother, William Henry Johnson Sr. lived next door and also owned many acres. 
(See green area on map on page 9) 

Benjamin's will is recorded at the probate office of Union, Franklin Co., MO. 63 

The Johnsons were southern sympathizers. During the civil war they supported the confederate 
cause. Several of the Johnson sons died in service of the confederacy. 

Concerning the American Revolution, I have not been able to determine their affiliation as yet. 

The Rumple article on page 30, suggests that they gave aid to Cornwallis. However, Cornwallis could 
have taken those supplies by force. 

Until more research is done to determine the identity of John Johnston, Benjamin's father, we cannot 
ascertain his records and verify the extent of the Johnson's support in the American Revolution. 

In the current movie (2000), "The Patriot" 64 , starring Mel Gibson, the movie portrays General Charles 
Cornwallis and the British army's struggle for North and South Carolina with some poetic license. 

The major details are accurate and the film shows the overwhelming odds the American patriots had 
to overcome in order to be victorious. The courage of common ordinary farmers was decisive in 
securing an American victory. Without God's intervention during that war, I feel we would still be 
British citizens. 

Update... however, since I wrote the above statement in 2002, I have since discovered my Pratt roots 
lie in Cherokee ancestry.

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After reading over 45 books on Native American heritage and accessing over 145 sources, I 
discovered my 3 rd Great-Grandfather; Henry Pratt was a son of a Cherokee Chief. 

The British sought help from the Native Americans to dispel the rebel forces. They promised that if 
the natives would fight for their cause, they would enforce King George's Proclamation Line of 1763, 
keeping the white men from homesteading across the Appalachian divide. 

The Americans also solicited the natives' assistance, but could not promise that their countrymen 
would not invade their territory. After much debate and prayer, they decided to fight with the British to 
preserve their land and their way of life. When they lost the war, it was the beginning of the end for 
the native populations. 

I also have American heroes, who fought against the British and grabbed victory from the jaws of 
defeat. 

I speak of the overmountian men of Tennessee, who defeated Col. Ferguson at King's Mountain in 
North Carolina preventing Cornwallis from mustering his troops to march on Washington. 

These ragtail mountain men from western North Carolina pushed Cornwallis back to Charleston, 
South Carolina forcing him to withdraw his troops and saving George Washington from defeat. 

So, my emotional conflict flows both ways, sadness for the loss of my Cherokee ancestors and 
jubilation for the victory of my overmountian Tennessee ancestors over the British.

As you can see by this map of Rowan County around 1790, Hunting Creek flows into the South 
Yadkin River. In 1836 that area became Davie County. However, Benjamin had already moved into 
Iredell County by 1810. The original Johnstons had settled at Beaverdam Creek around the 1750's 
where it meets the South Yadkin River. 

Squire Boone Sr., Daniel's father moved from Reading, Pennsylvania to Rowan County in 1753 and 
raised his family on Bear Creek in close proximity to the Johnstons, Luckies, Osborns, Hunters and 
Campbells. 
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The Daniel Boone Influence 

Squire Sr. and Sarah (MORGAN) Boone, Quakers, Daniel's parents moved from near Reading, 
Exeter Township, Burks County, Pennsylvania to Rowan County, North Carolina in 1751 and raised 
his family on Bear Creek in close proximity to the Johnston's, Luckie's, Osborn's, Hunter's and 
Campbell's. Daniel Boone in his mid teens grew up in the area and knew our ancestors in Rowan 
County. 

After Daniel's Kentucky exploration, and disillusionment with the legal process, he moved to Saint 
Charles County, Missouri in 1799 where he died in 1820 65 . There are several historical sites attributed 
to Daniel Boone including his family log cabin in Saint Charles County, Missouri of which I have seen. 

After his death, the State of Kentucky wanted to exhume his remains and bury him in their state. This 
caused a great deal of uproar in Missouri however, through the courts, Daniel and his wife; Rebecca 
(BRYAN) Boone's bodies were removed in 1845 and buried in Frankfort Cemetery, Frankfort, 
Kentucky.

Could Daniel Boone's reports of the Missouri area had some influence on the Johnsons and others to 
move to 1 st Saint Charles County, Missouri, then to the Franklin County, Missouri area? Daniel Boone 
made many trips back into North Carolina before his death in 1820. 

After the 1803 Louisiana Purchase, the western migration commenced. A flood of thousands of 
families desiring a new start, cast their eyes towards Missouri and other western territories. Especially 
when Missouri was created as a new state in 1821. 

Missouri was a contrast in geography, offering mountainous terrain that resembled the mountains of 
North Carolina and flat fertile river bottoms prime for growing crops. 

The Native Americans were friendly up to a point... until the white men proved they could not be 
trusted and had no honor. Land was cheap and game plentiful. 

It was customary for a family member or a group to make an exploratory trip to see the proposed 
homesteads. 

I imagine the Johnsons were no different. Who of the clan made that exploratory trip to Franklin 
County is unknown to us at this time. 

The lure of fertile, cheap, open land and the gentle rolling hills of Franklin County reminded them of 
their home in Rowan and Iredell Counties of North Carolina. 

Franklin County offered them the opportunity for prosperity and a better life for their families.

Is it just coincidence, I found Benjamin Johnson's brother; William Henry Johnson Sr. in the 1830 
census of Saint Charles Township, Saint Charles County, Missouri? Or was this Daniel Boone's 
influence years earlier? After all, the Johnsons and their friends could have gone anywhere!!! 

The Dysons, Luckies, Dents, Campbells, McCallisters, Osborns, Hunters, Lovelaces and Caldwells all 
built friendships and associations with the Johnsons each making a piece of Franklin County their 
homes. 

In the process of fellowship, close family ties were forged and with their combined pioneer spirit, 
tamed a wild frontier and left a rich heritage for their descendants. 

Another group of ancestors, I believe was influenced by the stories of Daniel Boone was the Virginia 
migration through Kentucky of Caldwell, Armstrong, Kincaid, McCallister families also buried in the 
Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery. 

According to the report, Kinkead Caldwell, Early Settler Of Franklin County, Missouri By Arthur 
B. Caldwell Posted on ancestry.com by apjackman originally shared this 23 Nov 2014 writes the 
following... 

"The great Kentucky and Tennessee migration began to move up the valley of the Missouri river 
before 1800. One of the earliest of these immigrants was Daniel Boone who, in 1795, left Virginia and 
moved to Missouri, or "Upper Louisiana, " as it was then called. At this time, and for several years 
thereafter, "Upper Louisiana" remained under Spanish rule. On January 24, 1798, Boone received a 
concession of 1000 arpents of land in the Femme Osage District (now St. Charles County). He 
entered into an agreement with the Spanish government to bring 100 families from Kentucky and 
Virginia to "Upper Louisiana" for which he received another 10,000 arpents of land, but when the U.S. 
Government purchased the Territory, he could not prove his title and he lost his land. (Bryan & Rose. 
Pioneer Families of Missouri, p. 41.) 

Kinkead Caldwell was one of those taking part in that migration of people from Kentucky. According 
to Houck's History of Missouri, he settled on the Missouri river near St. Ferdinand in 1799." 

Therefore, Daniel Boone exerted a great deal of influence over many who settled in the Saint Charles 
County and Franklin County, Missouri areas.

County, North Carolina, time did not permit me extensive research to discover John Johns(t)on Sr.'s 
spouse or his arrival date or birth origin. They may have originally been from Maryland. 

1775 AKA Johnston or Johnson Name 

It should be noted the Johnston clan in North Carolina used the "T" in the name. It wasn't until 
Benjamin moved to Franklin County, Missouri they dropped the "T".

Under the Marriage Bond custom, the couple usually married in the bride's county of 
residence. Therefore, further research should take place in the counties of the states that had 
Gastons in them. Not many in North Carolina but a great many of them in South Carolina. Check 
marriage bonds for South Carolina counties and if unsuccessful, then focus on Virginia, Maryland.

If anyone can shed some light on this mystery then please let me know. Since our mystery son shows 
up in two consecutive censuses, I am going to include him in this family as a possible unknown son.

The Johnson's and all those allied families from Rowan and Iredell County desired to relocate to this 
newly formed state of Missouri. With a large family beginning to come of age and needing cheap 
good fertile soil in which to cultivate and raise their families, I would imagine the property values in 
Rowan and Iredell Counties of North Carolina were expensive and mostly "farmed" out. Stories of 
plentiful game and cheap fertile land probably swayed the Johnson's and their allied families to 
relocate to Franklin County, Missouri. - Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009 

Research Note 

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was with his brother William 
Henry Johnson Sr. in Saint Charles County before settling in Franklin County. He may have 
purchased property in either Saint Charles County or Saint Louis before he bought land near 
Washington, Saint John's Township, Franklin County, Missouri in 1828. I did not record ALL his 
property transactions from the Union Courthouse, in Union, Union Township, Franklin County, 
Missouri so, there could be more accurate property records indicating when he actually arrived in 
Franklin County, Missouri.

This area was comprised of all the land from the 
forks of the South Yadkin and Yadkin River westward to the Mississippi River. 

Rowan County was created from Anson County in 1753 and covered the territory westward to the 
Mississippi River. Iredell County was created from Rowan in 1788. Wilkes County where the 
DYSONS lived was created in 1777. Davidson County across the Yadkin River where Squire and 
Daniel Boone lived wasn't created until 1822. 

It makes one wonder of the great trials and historical events our ancestors witnessed, and may 
inspire you to ask, how many of those events were influenced by their participation? 
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Historical and family Events 

Examples of historical events that took place in North Carolina were, the Indian Wars of the 1750's. 
Electing state representatives to attend the congressional meeting in Philadelphia in 1776. Voting to 
sever all ties with the King and declaring North Carolina a free state. Participating in the American 
Revolution to achieve that freedom and reaffirming that commitment in the War of 1812. 

All these events were of great importance and carried a heavy burden on our ancestors. This burden 
was shouldered financially, physically, and morally manifested by sacrifice in time, money and lives. 

Families had to band together to survive the hardships of those times. These close ties resulted in old 
and enduring friendships transcending distance and time. 

Benjamin (1c) Johnson's son, Martin married Comfort (OSBORN) 100 in Franklin Co., MO in 1837. Her 
grandfather & grandmother; Stephen & Comfort (LANGREN) Osborn 101 lived in Rowan Co., NC close 
to Stephen's parents; Caleb & Hannah Howard (HAYWARD) Osborn. 

Caleb died before 1756 102 on Dutchman's Creek in Rowan County. (Later became Iredell County see 
map on next page) 

After his father's death, Stephen Osborn moved his family to Scott County, Virginia. 

His son, William Osborn married Rebecca (RICHMOND) 103 and moved to Franklin County, MO. 
sometime in 1811. William and Rebecca (RICHMOND) Osborn are Comfort (OSBORN)'s parents. 

What makes this story worth mentioning is a unique coincidence. 

Martin Johnson's grandfather; John Johnston Sr. and Comfort (OSBORN)'s grandfather; Stephen 
Osborn knew each other's families and lived in Rowan County over one hundred years before their 
grandchildren married in Franklin County, Missouri!!! 

Martin came to Franklin Co. from NC in 1823 and Comfort was born in Franklin Co. in 1814! 
That's why I say, " Hail, Hail Rowan County, North Carolina.... old, old, family friends."

I don't believe that Ellen and Mary Alice were twins. Therefore, the recorded birth dates of these 
individuals are wrong or at least wrong on one of these individuals. Since Ellen's birth date of 9 April 
1848 has been derived from her headstone aged date of 2 years, 7months 24days and there is such 
a gap between her brother John born in 1844, I would guess that Ellen was actually born in 1847. 
Mary Alice's birth date of 12 April 1848 was obtained from her headstone, which is not very reliable 
because we cannot locate her death certificate. Also her parents listed both of them as 2 years old in 
the 1850 census, then they could have been twins. Checking the local newspapers at the time of their 
deaths would probably clear up the mystery.

Many of the Dyson ancestors 
pronounced their surname with such a southern English drawl, as to render the name 
unrecognizable, confusing the listener into believing it was a new name altogether. 

Some documents and records used Dyson, Disen, Deason, Dison, Desson, and all manner of 
pronunciations. One has to remember, back in the day, so many of our American ancestors were 
uneducated and they spelled and pronounced their name phonetically without regard to the actual 
official and legal family spelling.

Research Note 

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was with his brother William 
Henry Johnson Sr. in St. Charles County before settling in Franklin County. He may have purchased 
property in either St. Charles County or St. Louis before he bought land near Washington, Saint 
John's Township, Franklin County, Missouri in 1828. I did not record ALL his property transactions 
from the Union Courthouse, in Union, Union Township, Franklin County, Missouri so there could be 
more accurate property records indicating when he actually arrived in Franklin County, Missouri.

Research Note 

Since Martin Goiter Johnson was a conscript of the Confederate Army his records have been scarce. 
I cannot locate his drafted date. I noticed on the draft papers that his brother John P. Johnson and 
cousin William Henry Johnson were drafted at the same time. He fought on the Confederate side, and 
was captured by the Union Army and housed at the newly completed Rock Island Confederate 
Prison, Moline, Rock Island, Illinois, United States. As the following article indicates the first prisoners 
to arrive at the prison were captured in battles at Chattanooga, Tennessee. This may have been 
where he was captured and he may have tried to escape from the prison and was caught. How he 
died in prison is also a mystery. Was he sick, shot or some other demise? Nevertheless, his body 
may be in the Rock Island Cemetery but his parents erected a headstone for him and his brother now 
in the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery.

During the Civil War, Arsenal Island was home to a large Union army prison camp for captured 
Confederate soldiers (the Rock Island Prison Barracks). The island facilities were converted and built 
in 1863 and was not yet completed in December of that year when the first Confederate prisoners 
were incarcerated. 
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The construction was makeshift and was built with little notice of prisoners arriving. 468 Confederate 
prisoners captured in battles at Chattanooga, Tennessee were the first to arrive, although, over 5000 
total would swell the population of Rock Island Prison in that month alone. 

A total of forty-one Confederate prisoners successfully escaped during the prison's existence while 
many more would try but fail. 

A total of 1,964 Confederate prisoners and 125 Union guards are buried in the adjacent military 
cemetery, including 49 members of the 108th Regiment of United States Colored Troops, most of 
which died from disease or exposure. The prison camp was operational from December 1863 until 
July 1865 when the last prisoners were freed and sent home. After the war, the prison facility was 
completely destroyed. During its two years in operation, the prison camp housed over 12,400 different 
Confederates. Following the war, the government retained ownership of Arsenal Island and used it for 
various functions.

Esther is a widow and living alone in the 1850 census. 228 

William died between 1840-1850. 

If he married close to his age, Esther was born 25 March 1814 in Rowan, North Carolina, United 
States. 

Therefore, William Rutledge Daugherty was probably born 1810-1815 if he stuck to custom.

Hon. Gert Goebel is a fascinating fellow. He is a son of David W. & Henrietta (KESSEL) Goebel from 
Coburgthsen, Germany. 

He came to the United States with his father and mother in 1834 and settled in Franklin Co., Mo. 
according to Goodspeed's. (see Goodspeed's article) 

As an educated man, he received his education in French, German and Latin and was renowned as a 
scholar. 

He married 1 st Christeane (BREIGLEB) from Wiesenbronn Saxony Coburg, Germany on 3 February 
1837 324 in Saint Louis City, Missouri. 

On 18 March 1842 325 he married 2 nd Caroline (4a) (BECKER) and in 1849 he was appointed deputy 
in the office of surveyor-general for Franklin Co. 

In 1851, he was elected to the office as surveyor-general. 

In 1862 he was elected as a State Representative. 

In 1864, he was elected to the Senate representing, Franklin, Gasconade & Osage counties of 
Missouri. 

He served two terms as Senator and in 1870 he was appointed chief clerk of the State register office. 

As a noted author of several books and articles, he is best known for his literary work " Longer than a 
Man's Life in Missouri, "which received creditable commendation from some of the ablest writers of 
that time. 

A writer, fluent speaker, and good conversationalist, Mr. Goebel was indeed a credit to his 
constitutes and fellow countryman. 326

An argument supporting the name "Masters" as opposed to "Marsters." 

There is some confusion regarding the given name of the firstborn son of James S. and Sarah "Sally" 
(Young) Campbell. Census records are inconsistent, with his name given as "Masters" in 1850, as 
"Marsters" in 1860 and again as "Marsters" in 1880. It may be that something as simple as 
pronunciation influenced these spellings. 

According to the cemetery book published for St. Johns Township by Four Rivers Genealogical 
Society of Franklin County, Missouri, the name on the tombstone at the McAllister Family Cemetery, 
two miles south of the town of Washington, is actually "Marsters," however unlikely this spelling may 
seem. 

On the other hand, this son was born before the family left Monroe County, Virginia, and moved to 
Franklin County, Missouri, and back in Virginia there was a Masters family living in Greenbrier 
County, from which Monroe was taken in 1799. Charles Masters' will was dated 28 February 1844 
and probated in the March Court of that year, leaving land to his (second) wife, Rachel (Morgan) 
Masters, and daughters Sarah L, Elizabeth B. and Margaret as well as to sons Andrew L. and 
Alexander. The witnesses to this will were James Robinson, Alexander Campbell and Harvey 
Armstrong. [Source: Haga, Pauline, Greenbrier County, West Virginia, Wills 1780-1865 (Signal 
Mountain, TN: Mountain Press, no date given).] 

Additionally, the second son of James S. and Sarah "Sally" (Young) Campbell was given the name 
"Harvey," and there was a large, extended Harvey family living nearby in southwestern Monroe 
County, including Nicholas Harvey, Capt. John Harvey, Benjamin Harvey, a John Harvey who lived 
on Hans Creek, another John Harvey who lived at the Sinks, and finally a William Harvey. "Harvey" 
was not a common given name in the early nineteenth century, and it is likely that Harvey Campbell, 
born in 1814, was named for this family.

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The third and fourth sons of James S. and Sarah "Sally" (Young) Campbell were given the names

West Virginia became a state following the 
Wheeling Conventions and broke away from Virginia during the American Civil War. The new state 
was admitted to the Union on June 20, 1863, and was a key Civil War border state. West Virginia was 
the only state to form by seceding from a Confederate state and was one of two states formed during 
the American Civil War (the other being Nevada, which separated from Utah Territory). 

What these facts indicate, every citizen born, married or died in Virginia prior to 1863 was born, 
married or died in the STATE OF VIRGINIA. 
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When West Virginia was created in 1863, they requested from the State of Virginia ALL deed, 
marriage, birth, death and other records to be handled over to West Virginia State authorities. 

Even if these records originated in the State of Virginia, West Virginia tacked their West Virginia name 
to these records regardless of when the activity took place. Thereby, creating confusion by calling 
births, deaths and marriages even if they originated prior to 1863 in the State of Virginia... their own 
records.

Obviously, Lucinda was not born in 1800 if they are correct about her birth location. It appears 
Kincaid Caldwell family arrived after 1802 and Lucinda was born in either Montgomery County, 
Kentucky in 1800 or she was born after their arrival in San Fernando de Florissant, District of Saint 
Louis circa 1802-1803.

the area of Montana, Wyoming, and Colorado east of the Continental Divide; Louisiana west of the 
Mississippi River (plus New Orleans); and small portions of land within the present Canadian 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan. Robert Livingston, James Monroe and Barbe Marbois in 
Paris signed the treaty on 30 April 1803. President Jefferson announced the treaty to the American 
people on July 4. On 20 October 1803 the United States Senate ratified the treaty and on the next 
day they authorized President Jefferson to take possession of the territory and establish a temporary 
military government. In legislation enacted on October 31, Congress made temporary provisions for 
local civil government to continue as it had under French and Spanish rule and authorized the 
President to use military forces to maintain order.

Sometime between 1790-1793, Kincaid moved his family to Bourbon Co., KY.

In 1799 he moves his family to St. Ferdinand, MO or San Fernando de Florissant now called 
Florissant, Missouri. 

Kincaid purchased the Spanish government's original land grant in 1803 and he and his family settled 
on St John's Island in Franklin County. The US government confirmed this in 1823. 

Kincaid is credited to being the first white settler to settle Franklin County, Missouri . 

On April 23, 1821, Kincaid was appointed presiding justice of the court. 

In 1822 he conducted a land survey in Franklin County. 

On 25 th of May 1824 he married 2 nd Mrs. Mary "Polly" (CAMPBELL) Clark 442 (widow of Samuel

Should be noted the ground for this cemetery is on a small portion of the Kincaid Caldwell original 
homesite. Kincaid's 7 th great grandson; Samuel Caldwell was one of the volunteers who took various 
headstones and coffins from several cemeteries and relocated them to this present site. 

When I discussed this removal effort with Mr. Gregory back in 2000, he informed me they could 
salvage some of the headstones and some of the coffins but could not reclaim all of them due to 
bulldozer damage. 

What this means to the descendants of these ancestors, our ancestor may be buried in the Johnson- 
Caldwell Cemetery and then again they may not be here... just their headstones. Since the 
reclamation team did not keep track from which cemetery they removed these coffins and 
headstones, we really don't know where they were originally buried unless we have a cemetery 
census prior to 1980.

Concerning source #2 in the above marriage record. West Virginia became a state following the 
Wheeling Conventions and broke away from Virginia during the American Civil War. The new state 
was admitted to the Union on June 20, 1863, and was a key Civil War border state. 
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West Virginia was the only state to form by seceding from a Confederate state and was one of two 
states formed during the American Civil War (the other being Nevada, which separated from Utah 
Territory). 

What these facts indicate, every citizen born, married or died in Virginia prior to 1863 was born, 
married or died in the STATE OF VIRGINIA. 

When West Virginia was created in 1863, they requested from the State of Virginia ALL deed, 
marriage, birth, death and other records to be handled over to West Virginia State authorities. 

Even if these records originated in the State of Virginia, West Virginia tacked their West Virginia name 
to these records regardless of when the activity took place. Thereby, creating confusion by calling 
births, deaths and marriages even if they originated prior to 1863 in the State of Virginia... their own 
records. 

Therefore, when you see a marriage in Virginia taking place prior to 1863, remember regardless of 
who claims to have jurisdiction, Virginia was the originator and the record maybe in either the Virginia 
State Archives or West Virginia State Archives. 

So, my fellow researchers, when one of our ancestors was born, married or died prior to 1863, 
remember they were actually living in the State of Virginia and you should label their location as such.

William died in 1804 so we don't have a census birth state for validation; Andrew Caldwell 
died 3 years before the 1850 census. 

The Andrew Caldwell in the " U.S., Sons of the American Revolution Membership Applications, 
1889-1970 " on ancestry.com, which was submitted by author; Arthur B. Caldwell who wrote " Kinkead 
Caldwell, Early Settler Of Franklin County, Missouri. " He stated in the SAR application Andrew 
Caldwell was born in Kentucky but offered no documentation or validation. 

In the " U.S. Army, Register of Enlistments, 1798-1914 " dated 17 May 1815, Andrew states he was 
born in Kentucky. Therefore, since Bourbon County, Kentucky did not exist at the time of these boy's 
birth and if their father was indeed in the locale now called Bourbon County, Kentucky, then they were 
actually born in Bourbon County, Virginia, which later became Bourbon County, Kentucky in 1792.

How could Kincaid be in 
San Fernando de Florissant, District of Saint Louis by 1799 as reported in Houck's " History of 
Missouri ", Vol. II, PP 67-69?

Franklin County, Missouri " By Arthur B. Caldwell, states "According to family records in possession 
of some of his descendants, one of Kinkead Caldwell's daughters, Lucinda, was born near St. 
Ferdinand (now known as Florissant, Missouri. 

"This family version states that the baby girl was born in a covered wagon, part of a caravan carrying 
Kinkead and his family further up the Missouri River where they finally settled on the southern bank of 
the Missouri River almost directly across the river from Marthasville in what is now Warren County. 
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It was near Marthasville, that Daniel Boone finally settled and about one mile southeast of 
Marthasville, Boone selected the summit of a beautiful knoll as the spot he wanted to be his final 
resting place where he was buried in September 1820." 

Obviously, Lucinda was not born in 1800 if they are correct about her birth location. It appears 
Kincaid Caldwell family arrived in the District of Saint Louis after 1802 and Lucinda was born in either 
Montgomery County, Kentucky in 1800 or she was born after their arrival in San Fernando de 
Florissant, District of Saint Louis circa 1802-1803.

The U.S. paid fifty million francs ($11,250,000 USD) and a cancellation of debts worth eighteen 
million francs ($3,750,000 USD) for a total of sixty-eight million francs ($15,000,000 USD), which 
averages, to less than three cents per acre. The American government used $3 million in gold as a 
down payment, and issued bonds for the balance to pay France for the purchase. 

The Louisiana territory (828,000 square miles) included land from fifteen present U.S. states and two 
Canadian provinces. The territory contained land that forms Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Nebraska; the portion of Minnesota west of the Mississippi River; a large portion of North 
Dakota; a large portion of South Dakota; the northeastern section of New Mexico; the northern portion 
of Texas; the area of Montana, Wyoming, and Colorado east of the Continental Divide; Louisiana 
west of the Mississippi River (plus New Orleans); and small portions of land within the present 
Canadian provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
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Robert Livingston, James Monroe and Barbe Marbois in Paris signed the treaty on 30 April 1803. 
President Jefferson announced the treaty to the American people on July 4. On 20 October 1803 the 
United States Senate ratified the treaty and on the next day they authorized President Jefferson to 
take possession of the territory and establish a temporary military government. In legislation enacted 
on October 31, Congress made temporary provisions for local civil government to continue as it had 
under French and Spanish rule and authorized the President to use military forces to maintain order.

Even though Kincaid and Mary "Polly" (CAMPBELL) Clark Caldwell separated in 1826, the need to 
file for a divorce was not primary... until Kincaid met and began courting Mary "Polly" (CANTLEY). 
This is why there is a discrepancy from the separation date of 1826 and his need for a clean break 
from Mary "Polly" (CAMPBELL) Clark Caldwell and the official divorce on 11 July 1828. This paved 
the way for his marriage to Mary "Polly" (CANTLEY) the following 10 August 1828.

At this point it is hard to determine where Kincaid and wife Sarah Ramsey (KINCAID) Caldwell are 
actually buried. Due to the destruction of cemeteries by building contractors in the 1980's we suspect 
the original burial location was the Thomas McCallister Burial Ground. However, a contractor's 
bulldozer destroyed this cemetery in 1980 and the remains were salvaged by three heroes and 
moved to what is now called the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery of Franklin County, Missouri. It is my 
opinion Kincaid and Sarah were buried on their farm, which coincidently is the ground in which the 
Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery is located. However, until further evidence can be found their actual 
burial location is unknown. Their headstone is at the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery location.

Kinkead Caldwell, Early Settler Of Franklin County, Missouri 

By Arthur B. Caldwell

Note: Arthur B. Caldwell was a retired attorney who spent the last part of his life researching the 
Caldwell family of Franklin County and elsewhere. He was a direct descendant of Kinkead Caldwell. 
He lived in Chevy Chase, Maryland but traveled to do his searches. He sent a copy of this paper to 
The Caldwell Researcher in 1982. He is now deceased. 

When the first explorers and settlers entered the land that would later become Franklin County, 
Missouri, they found a fertile wilderness. An early settler said it was covered with peavine, brush, 
rushes, buffalo grass, and every variety of growth and flowers. (1) 

Long before the explorers arrived, Indians roamed and hunted the ridges and valleys of the land near 
the Meremac and Bourbeuse (pronounced burboy) rivers. 
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Osage Indians met the white man, but they were not the first people in the land. Burial mounds were 
found all over the county by settlers. Only remnants of bone and flint, copper and calcedony arrows 
and spear heads were found. According to Goodspeed's History of Franklin County, Missouri (page 
215) an old burial ground was found on a bluff of the Missouri River when the county was first settled. 
None of the graves were more than 4 1/2 feet long and all were lined with rock. The Osage Indians 
believed it to be the burial ground of a race preceding the Indian. 

Spanish and French explorers were the first white man to enter Missouri. According to local legend, 
the first white visitors to the area were two Spaniards, last survivors of Desoto's expedition. Remains 
of an old Spanish fort were found near the confluence of the Meremac and Bourbeuse rivers. 

French explorers and traders under La Hontan explored the Missouri River as far as the mouth of the 
Osage. The French named Dubois and Boeuf Creeks. Labaddie Creek was named for a French 
trader (LAbaddie) who settled in St. Louis in 1769. 

White settlers began entering the area in the latter part of the 18th century. Houck's History of 
Missouri places William Hughes at Dubois Creek in 1794; John Sullins on Boeuf Creek in 1799; John 
Long on St. Johns Creek in 1797; Leonard Farrow on Fox Creek in 1799; and James Pritchett on 
Boeuf Island in 1800. (2) (Note: Farrow = Farrar, JMc) 

Indians attacked a few of the early settlers at Point Labaddie, before bowing to the inevitable. Two 
early settlers at Point Labaddie, Ephraim Richardson and George Pursley were driven away by the 
Indians. 

Kinkead Caldwell was the first white settler within the present boundaries of Franklin County. He built 
his home about a mile above the mouth of St. Johns Creek in 1803. (3) His land grant was 710 
arpents or "French acres, " in Section 6, Township 44, Range 1 West. 

Other American settlers entered the county very shortly after Caldwell, and many famous explorers 
passed near the early settlements. 

The Lewis and Clark expedition passed Franklin County on their way up the Missouri river to the 
Pacific in 1804. As they sailed by Tavern Rock and camped near a French village called St. Johns on 
May 24, 1804, they were either on or very near Kinkead Caldwell's original homestead land which 
bordered on the River at that point. 

In 1809 the English explorer and naturalist named Bradbury came to study the Missouri valley for the 
Botanical Society of Liverpool. When Bradbury passed near the mouth of Boeuf Creek he contacted 
John Colter and asked him to be his guide. Colter had gone with Lewis and Clark, but he didn't want 
to go on another trip. He had just married and wanted to stay in his new home with his bride. 

What kind of people were the early settlers? According to C.S. Jeffries who came to Franklin County 
as a small boy with his family in 1819, the settlements were confined along the Missouri River. 
They grew corn, wheat, cotton, tobacco and flax, but for home consumption only. Most of their farm 
implements were built of wood and rawhide without any iron. 
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Women manufactured clothing at home from flax, cotton, and wool. They only used about 5 yards of 
calico in a dress rather than the 25 that became popular in the 1870s. The families did most of their 
trading in St. Louis. 

Only necessities were purchased using venison, hams, wild turkeys and furs for barter. Cut money 
was used also. Since coinage was scarce, Spanish dollars were cut into eight or nine pieces for 
change. 

Doctors were few, and snake bites and other ills were treated by homemade corn whiskey. Legal 
disputes were taken care of when a judge or lawyer happened by and set up court in an old barn for a 
couple of days. Traveling Methodist and Baptist preachers took care of the settlers spiritual needs. 

"The people were honest, " said Jeffries, "And here let me bear testimony to the truth that a more 
honest hospitable people was not to be found anywhere. One would be ashamed to have a lock on 
his door among such a people. They had neither locks nor bars. They had their hunting and bear 
dogs-noble and watch dogs to guard off the thief. " (4) 

The great Kentucky and Tennessee migration began to move up the valley of the Missouri river 
before 1800. One of the earliest of these immigrants was Daniel Boone who, in 1795, left Virginia and 
moved to Missouri, or "Upper Louisiana, " as it was then called. At this time, and for several years 
thereafter, "Upper Louisiana" remained under Spanish rule. On January 24, 1798, Boone received a 
concession of 1000 arpents of land in the Femme Osage District (now St. Charles County). He 
entered into an agreement with the Spanish government to bring 100 families from Kentucky and 
Virginia to "Upper Louisiana" for which he received another 10,000 arpents of land, but when the U.S. 
Government purchased the Territory, he could not prove his title and he lost his land. (5) 

Kinkead Caldwell was one of those taking part in that migration of people from Kentucky. According 
to Houck's History of Missouri, he settled on the Missouri river near St. Ferdinand in 1799. (6) 

According to family records in possession of some of his descendants, one of Kinkead Caldwell's 
daughters, Lucinda, was born near St. Ferdinand (now known as Florissant, Missouri. (7) This family 
version states that the baby girl was born in a covered wagon, part of a caravan carrying Kinkead and 
his family further up the Missouri River where they finally settled on the southern bank of the Missouri 
River almost directly across the river from Marthasville in what is now Warren County. It was near 
Marthasville, that Daniel Boone finally settled and about one mile southeast of Marthasville, Boone 
selected the summit of a beautiful knoll as the spot he wanted to be his final resting place where he 
was buried in September 1820. (8) 

Goodspeed's history states on page 221: 

. . . There is a large number of surveys and grants made by the Spanish authorities before the 
Louisiana Territory was transferred to the United States and afterward confirmed by the Congress of 
the United States." 

Kinkead Caldwell's first land grant in Section 6, Township 44, Range 1 West, was one of those 
grants. That confirmation by the U.S. Government did not occur until twenty years later. 
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That Kinkead became active in the governing of the community is revealed in the American State 
Papers (9) as well as the Territorial Papers of the United States compiled by Carter (10) and available 
in the National Archives in Washington, D.C. 

On March 3, 1807, Congress passed a statute, (2 Stat.441) which prescribed certain additional 
requirements to secure approval by the U.S. Government of claims to land made by the early settlers. 
Among other things, the new law required three years of cultivation and the area claimed must be 
"not less than a square mile. " 

On page 384 of Vol. XIV Territorial Papers, there is a memorial of the inhabitants of the Territory 
directed to the U. S. Land Commissioner protesting the requirements of this new law. Among many 
signers appears the name of both Kinkead Caldwell, as well as his son, Andrew Caldwell. 

Edward Tiffin, commissioner, General Land Office, St. Louis, Mo., forwarded to Congress a report 
dated December 1, 1812, which contained the list of claims of land upon which the Commissioners 
had taken testimony and refused to approve or grant confirmation. On page 544 of Vol. 2 American 
State Papers, appears a report of Kinkead Caldwell's claim for "seven hundred arpents of land situate 
in District of St. Louis. " 

The testimony taken on September 6, 1806, reveals that one William Clark was sworn and "says that 
about the month of October, 1804, he was on the land; that claimant was then actually settled on the 
same, and he had formed a camp; that he saw a large patch of turnips growing on it, and took some 
which he ate. " 

Apparently the Commissioners, Lucas, Penrose, and Bates were not impressed for they voted not to 
confirm the claim but required further proof. 

On October 11, 1809, another survey #278 was approved, however, and Kinkead and Asa Music 
were issued certificates jointly to 593 arpents and 22 perch. (11). The original of this survey is on file 
in the National Archives and an outline sketch describes the land as in "T46 and 47 No. Range 5 & 
6W." The land patent No. 245 was not dated, however, until Nov 5, 1823. 

In December 1805, Kinkead and many others signed a petition to the President of the United States 
expressing confidence and satisfaction, "in the services of the Administration of our Governor, 
General Wilkinson." (12) and the following year Kinkead 's name appears on another "Memorial to the 
President" in which signers endorse "Return Col. J. Meigs, Jr. and Col. Samuel Hammond, either 
whom, should they meet your approbationm, " as successor to General Wilkinson. 

On July 14, 1806, the Secretary of the Territory of Louisiana, sent to the President of the United 
States "a list of all the Officers, Civil and Military, now holding appointments under authority of the 
Governor of the Territory. " In the list of Officers of the Militia for the District of St. Louis, Company No. 
8 was in charge of Captain Kinkead Caldwell, James Musick, Lieutenant and Alexander Clark as 
Ensign. (13) 
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On May 11, 1812, even before Kinkead had obtained U.S. confirmation of title to the plot of land he 
received from the Spanish government in 1803, he entered into an agreement with Isiah Todd to sell 
Todd, "100 arpents or French acres" along the Missouri river when his title was confirmed by the U.S. 
Commissioner or Congress of the United States. 

This agreement is recorded on page 31 of Volume "A", Deed Record Book in Recorder of Deeds, 
Franklin County, Missouri. 

In the Executive Proceedings of Missouri Territory, dated October 1, 1813, (14) there appears a list of 
"Civil appointments" by the Governor of the Territory of Missouri from the 1st of April until September 
1813. 

Under date of April 9, appears: "Kinkead Caldwell, a Justice of the Peace for Township ofLabaddie, 
County of St. Louis, for four years unless sooner removed. " 

In April 1812, the Territory of Orleans was admitted into the Union, according to Violette's History of 
Missouri, (15) this seemed to furnish Congress an occasion to change the name of the Territory from 
that of Louisiana to Missouri, and to raise it to the second rank of territories. This resulted in the 
creation of a legislature of two houses one of which was composed of representatives to be elected 
every two years. The other body was a council of nine members selected by the President. 

The representatives were to be elected for two years by the people, one for every 500 free white male 
inhabitants until the number of representatives should reach twenty five. 

The first session of the Missouri Territory Legislature met on December 7, 1812. Houck's History (16) 
states that the second General Assembly of the Territory met in St. Louis on the 5th of December, 
1814. The number of representatives under the new census was twenty and all members were 
present on the first day, including the five representatives from St. Louis County, whose names were 
Barnabas Harris, Richard Caulk, William C. Carr, Robert Simpson and Kinkead Caldwell. 

Kinkead 's earlier attempts to secure confirmation of his survey #1922 consisting of 603, 99/100 acres 
in Township 44, Range 1, West was finally approved and certification made by Frederick Bates, 
Recorder of Land Titles for Missouri's Territory. The original patent was signed by President James 
Monroe on March 22, 1823, and recorded on pages 118 and 1 19 in Vol. 4 - Office of Commissioner - 
General Land Office. (17) 

H. G. Kiel's Centennial Biographical Directory of Franklin County, Missouri, states that Kinkead 
Caldwell secured title to Section 5 of Twonship 44, R2W on March 22, 1823. (18) 

Franklin County had been organized on December 11, 1818 out of the Western part of the old St. 
Louis District. It was named for Benjamin Franklin. (19) According to H. G. Kiel's Directory, Kinkead 
Caldwell became county judge in 1821. 
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The first settlement in this area was known as Washington Landing on the Missouri River, the first 
man to obtain a license to operate a ferry across the river was John Caldwell, son of Kinkead, who 
got his license on August 22, 1822. (21) 

Although the county was organized in 1818, there are no available records of the census taken of the 
population in 1820. (22) However, Goodspeed's history gives the population of Franklin County for 
1821 and the subsequent census totals as follows: (25) 

1821- 1,928 
1830 - 3,431 
1840 - 7,515 
1850- 11,021 
1860- 18,035 

The first county seat was Newport but on January 25, 1825, three commissioners were appointed by 
the State Legislature to select a spot for a permanent seat of justice near the center of the county. 
They finally selected the place where Union now stands. The town was laid out in 1826 by Bracket 
Barnes and Moses Whitmore on land belonging to Reuben Harrison and Nathan Richardson, and its 
selection was finally ratified by the legislature on January 27, 1827. 

On November 16, 1822, Kinkead sold to Lear Maupin, also of Franklin County, a tract of land in St. 
Johns Township "granted to the said Caldwell by the Spanish Government and confirmed in his own 
name and on which he now lives . . . containing twenty-six acres and 1/2 and twenty five poles be the 
same more or less." For this tract of land, Kinkead received $60.00. In the copy recorded in the office 
of the Recorder of Deeds of Franklin County. (24) Caldwell's first name is spelled Kincaid in the first 
line of the deed but in the remainder of the deed as well as the signature at the end, his name is 
spelled: Kinkead. 

On March 25, 1824, Kinkead married Mary Clark, "widow of Samuel Clark of the State of Illinois. " The 
ceremony was performed by Lewis Williams who was described as "A lawful ordained minister of the 
Gospel". (25) This was Kinkead 's second marriage, therefore, it must be assumed that Sarah 
Ramsey, appears in earlier deeds on file in the Recorder of Deeds Office of St. Louis, MO. (26) 

On May 25, 1825, Kinkead and his 2nd wife, Mary, "granted bargained, and sold" to Samuel Caldwell 
a certain tract or parcel of land . . . being part of the tract the said Kinkead now lives on." The 
consideration was "the sum of one dollar to us in hand paid." The tract was 101 acres in size. Samuel 
was one of Kinkead's sons by his first wife. Witnesses to the signature of Kinkead and his wife Mary's 
"X" mark were Polly R. McDonald (Samuel's sister) and Isabel Campbell. The justice of the peace 
before whom the deed was signed was Jessie McDonald, Polly's husband. Although signed on May 
25, 1825, it was not recorded until September 5, 1825. (27) 

Jesse McDonald was not only one of the early justices of the peace, but he was otherwise prominent 
in the community and the son-in-law of Kinkead. 
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Kinkead's marriage to Mary Clark did not last long. Whether Mary died or was divorced, the records 
do not reveal, but on August 10, 1826, or a little more than four years after his marriage to Mary 
Clark, the records show that he took a third wife, named Polly Cantly. This marriage was performed 
by a justice of the peace, Armstrong Hart, who never got around to recording it until September 22, 
1828.(28) 

Polly Cantly was a member of the Cantly family who were also early settlers in Franklin County. 
Goodspeed's history of the county states that one of the earliest land entries was made by Samuel 
Cantly who made his entry on Section 18, Township 44, Range 2 West on July 13, 1818. (29) But 
Kinkead's married life with Polly Cantly was even more brief than his earlier marriage to Mary Clark. 

The homeymoon was hardly over before Kinkead became seriously ill and Dr. Elijah McLean, local 
physician, was called to his bedside on September 27th. Dr. McLean continued to attend the ailing 
Kinkead by visiting him at his home on 12 occasions from September 27th until October 19, 1828, 
when Kinkead passed away. He did not leave a will. His son-in-law, Jesse McDonald, was appointed 
administrator of his estate. 

Among the settlement papers was an itemised bill from Dr. McLean for $33.00 covering his services 
and medication. Cause of death was not revealed, nor was his age at death, but it is apparent that 
Kinkead lived a full and active life, married three times, and must have reached a mature age. 

Polly Cantly Caldwell, Kinkead's widow, executed a paper dated January 6, 1829, in which she listed 
all the personal property of Kinkead's which she, as his widow, was keeping for herself. This was a 
list of numerous items of furniture, clothing, bedding, two hoes and one cow. Total value of $127.00. 

The proceeds from the remaining personal property were distributed by Jesse McDonald to six of 
Kinkead's heirs who were listed as follows: 

1. Robert Caldwell 

2. Samuel Caldwell 

3. Andrew Caldwell 

4. John Caldwell 

5. James McDonald, as husband of Jane Caldwell 

6. Seth Chitwood, as husband of Lucinda 

Absent from this list of heirs was the name of another daughter, Polly R. McDonald, the wife of Jesse 
McDonald, the administrator of the estate. 

In the disposition of the proceeds from sale of personal property, each heir signed a receipt for his 
share and these receipts, as well as other administration papers, are on file in the Probate Court 
records of Franklin County. (30) 
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Andrew Caldwell's receipt, written in his own handwriting reads: "Received of Jesse McDonald, 
Administrotor of the estate ofKinkead Caldwell, deceased, the sum of fourteen dollars and forty cents 
in full of my divident of the personal estate of my father, Kinkead Caldwell deceased, this 11th day of 
December 1834. Signed, Andrew Caldwell 

Among the settlement papers is an inventory of Kinkead 's real property described as: "A tract of land, 
the remainder of a tract of land on which the deceased resided at his death. "Title derived from the 
Spanish Government and confirmed by the United States in his own name situated on the Missouri 
river in County of Franklin, Missouri, Range 1 West of 5th principal Meridian, Township 44 North. 
Quality of first rate, with 50 acres under cultivation with dwelling and out houses and small orchard 
supposed to be about 375 acres. Signed: Jesse McDonald Administrator

The Caldwell House is located west of Bieker Road and approximately two and a half miles 
southwest of Washington, Missouri in Franklin County. It is set in a wooded landscape dotted with 
various farm buildings and faces southwest. 

The house is a two-story, red-brick l-house built in the German-Missouri vernacular style. 1 The 
brickwork is common bond with lime and sand mortar. The main block measures forty feet, along the 
southwest (front) and northeast (rear) sides, and eighteen feet along the northwest and southeast 
sides. The foundation is rubble stone, supporting white pine joists, no cellar beneath the main block. 

There was and is Both first and second stories of the front facade and the second story of the rear 
facade are. five bays wide.. -The front; facade consists of a central entrance with segmental arched 
transom and sidelights.- On either side of the entrance are two double-hung 2/2 light windows with 
segmental arches. The second stories of both the front and rear consist of five windows of the same 
style. 

The original porch was of wood construction, two-story, with a door on the second story opening onto 
the upper railed porch. This door has been converted into a window. The first porch was removed and 
replaced with a poured concrete stoop, 8'9" x 15', with simple wooden supports and flat metal roof. 

The southeast and northwest sides are not pierced. At each end is a chimney contained within the 
fabric. The original gabled roof was of wood shingles. About 1901 this was covered with a standing- 
seam metal roof which remains. Brick dentils at the roofline decorate both the front and rear facades. 

Additions were built onto the rear wall around 1900 and again in 1945. These will be discussed with 
the other alterations shortly, after the interior of the original house is covered. The house is a central 
passage l-house. The front door opened into a central hall with stairs to the second floor and a rear 
door at the far end of the hall. 

To the left of the hall was the kitchen, to the right the parlor. Upstairs the upper hall is flanked by one 
bedroom on each side. The interior walls were plastered and floors were pine. The second story 
ceilings are batten board. Much of the original woodwork and hardware are present. Exterior 
alterations have-not been extensive and those that have been made are reversible. The front porch 
change and subsequent second-story door transformation to a window have been noted. The other 
exterior alterations consist of the two rear additions. 

Around 1900, a one-story ell was added to the northeast end of the rear of the house. This was built 
to replace the offginal kitchen. It measures approximately 14' x 18'. 
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A cellar was built beneath it with rock walls and dirt floor. The second addition was built about 1945 to 
serve as a modern bath and kitchen. The basement for this addition was poured concrete which was 
extended over the dirt floor of the first addition. 

The second addition is frame, measuring approximately 22'8" x 14'. Both additions are covered with 
composition brick/siding and composition asphalt shingle roof. The interior of the Caldwell House has 
undergone major first-floor alterations, but these too are reversible. The central stairway was moved 
circa 1944 to a position at the north wall of the original kitchen, and closed in. The wall between the 
hall and the original kitchen was removed to enlarge the room. A new pine floor was laid over the 
original which had been damaged by fire from a stove. In 1945 the house was wired for electricity and 
running water was piped in. 

Drywall was attached directly to the plaster on the first floor walls in the late 1950's. At this time 
accoustical tiles were attached to the ceiling. The second story, except for electrification, has not 
been altered. The house has always been occupied and is in sound condition. East of the house is a 
large barn, constructed in 1897, measuring approximately 1 9'6" x 44'6". The original vertical boards 
are intact and the gable roof is covered with galvanized metal. Of interest inside is the loft support 
system which consists of 4 Y-shaped oak beams from the floor bracing a horizontal beam half-way up 
the roof and one Y-beam at each end. The barn is weathered, but still in good condition and is in full 
use. 

Besides the house and barn there are two concrete silos and several minor outbuildings including a 
poultry house, corn crib, feed-mixing shed, an old storage shed, garage and grainery. The current 
owners, Samuel and Vertese Caldwell have deeded the property to the Missouri Conservation 
Commission to continue the experimental and educational use of the land. The Commission, 
appreciating the historical and architectural 

significance of the structures, has offered the buildings to the Franklin County Historical Society for 
use as a museum. 

The Franklin County Historical Society plans to restore the house to its original state which will give 
their museum an authentic atmosphere. The concept of the museum would be that of a typical 
Missouri farm house and outbuildings on a functioning Missouri farm. The barn would be used for 
historical tools, agricultural equipment, and other displays that could not be accomodated in the 
house.

The Caldwell Place is an outstanding example of a Missouri farm complex of the 1880's. The farm is 
important both as the home of the first American settler of Franklin County, Kincaid Caldwell, (1) and 
as a "Model Farm" a designation given to the farm in 1940 by the Missouri Department of 
Conservation. The Caldwell House is important architecturally as a fine example of the Missouri- 
German vernacular style. 

Kincaid Caldwell came to Franklin County, Missouri from Kentucky where ha was a" neighbor of 
Daniel Boons. ' It is believed although no concrete evidence exists, that Caldwell came to Missouri 
with a group of settlers from Kentucky led by Daniel Boone in 1797. This would seem to be the case 
because Caldwell's Spanish land grant was dated 1797, the same date as that of Boone's son. The 
terms of the land grant required some effort at settlement such as building a shelter, fencing, and 
cultivation. 

After the Louisiana Purchase, U.S. land commissioners received the Spanish grants, rejecting some, 
accepting others. Kincaid Caldwell's title and grant were recognized by the U.S. Congress in 1803, so 
his settlement in Franklin County can be placed sometime between 1797 and 1803. Later he received 
title under Missouri Law in 1818, when the Missouri Territory was formed and in 1825 another 
transaction was made to clear his land title (another Spanish grant issued later than Caldwell's slightly 
overlapped his grant). (2) 

Kincaid Caldwell became a prominent member of his community and was active in politics. In April of 
1812, the Territory of Missouri was formed and a bicameral legislature was established. In 1814 
Caldwell was elected to the Lower House to represent the District of St. Louis. The district was later 
divided into several counties, one of them being Franklin County. When Franklin County was formed 
in 1818, Caldwell soon became active in county government. 

The first entry of the County Court dated January 1821 lists Henry Brown and Kincaid Caldwell as 
justices. The next term of the court began on April 23, 1821, and Caldwell was appointed presiding 
justice of the court. He served through the February 18, 1822 term. (3) 

The Caldwell House was built by Kincaid's grandson, Samuel Kincaid Caldwell in 1882-83. The oak 
and walnut for the woodwork came from the farm. Samuel Caldwell and local blacksmiths purportedly 
made the hardware; he bartered wood for sand used in the mortar from Warren County, and traded 
cordwood for bricks at the three brickyards then in Washington about four miles to the northwest. (4) 

Apparently. Samuel Kincaid was influenced by his German neighbors because such details as the 
dentils under the cornice, the segmental arches over the windows, and the common bond brick 
pattern were elements of the German-Missouri vernacular style. 
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The barn built in 1897 consists partially of materials from the original cabin and it is almost unique in 
its use of "Y" beams in its tall loft. The current owner, Samuel Caldwell (fifth generation) has followed 
in the pioneering spirit of his ancestors. He was one of the first farmers to do contour plowing, 
terracing, pond building, rotation of crops, and to use new crops. 

The Caldwell Place is not only a "Centennial Farm: but was designated a "Model Farm" by the 
Missouri Department of Conservation in 1940.(5) 

As can be seen from this brief survey the Caldwell Place has had a rich history from its beginning as 
the home of the first American settler in Franklin County up to the present when the farm serves as 
an educational tool for farmers and high school students. The house and barn stand as examples of 
the careful craftsmanship and solid construction that could be attained by a "plain" Missouri farmer of 
the 1880's.

CL-1 SAMUEL CALDWELL 

It is reported that Samuel was from Virginia. We know that Kinkead was born in Augusta County, 
Virginia. Mickey Spindler has tracked Samuel from Virginia to Kentucky. We do not yet have a 
birthdate but with his oldest sons being born around 1760, he was probably born in the early 1740s. 

Samuel's name appears in Greenbrier County as early as 1771. See C-56.htm which shows him on a 
list of Matthew's Trading Post and again in 1 777 as a signer on a petition about land rights. 

Samuel did not fight in the Revolutionary War, but is recognized as a "Patriot": by the DAR because 
he contributed to the welfare of the troops furnishing supplies and grain. His son, James, substituted 
for his father even though James was only about 15 years old. This was common at the time. 

In 1787 James and William Caldwell were on the 1787 Tax list in Mountjoy's Dist in Bourbon Co. but 
not Samuel. This would suggest that Samuel's sons James and William came to KY first from 
Greenbrier Co, (W.) VA to establish a new home for the family. James was married 1 786 in Lincoln 
Co., KY. Kinkead was md 1788 in Greenbrier Co., VA. 

Samuel first appears on the 1790 tax list for Bourbon Co. Samuel, Kinkead, and James appear on the 
1792 tax list for Bourbon Co, KY in Edmund Mountjoy's Dist.and William settled on Hingston Creek 
Watercourse by 1794. Montgomery Co, KY was created from Clark Co (originally part of Bourbon Co) 
on 1 Mar 1797. 

Deeds for Samuel Caldwell at the Montgomery Co, KY Courthouse, are not available because, 
unfortunately, the records were burned in a Courthouse fire. Samuel's son, John married Mary "Polly" 
Kincaid in Montgomery Co on 13 March 1800. 

Several of the sons moved to Missouri about 1800. We find Kinkead, Matthew and William's sons, 
Andrew H. and James in the St. Louis area very early. John and his wife, Meeke, migrated to Dist of 
St. Louis, MO about 1806 and settled in the Ste. Genevieve area (later formed St. Francois Co.). 

The grave for Samuel's brother, John Caldwell is at the Springfield Church Cemetery in Montgomery 
Co, KY. It is possible that Samuel is also buried here, but many of the graves are no longer marked 
with only a pile of broken tombstones lying under a couple of trees. (Mickey Spindler, researcher)

JOHN A. GREGORY. The men who came to Stevens County, Kansas, from other parts of the country 
in the '80s had to be possessed of marked courage and perseverance, able to stand hardships and 
disappointments, and willing to turn their hand to various occupations. Few had experience in the kind 
of farming that conditions made necessary, and of the original settlers of those years only a small 
minority fought their way through to prosperity. Among these few is John A. Gregory, an early settler 
of West Center Township, who came here in September, 1886. He passed through the varying 
fortunes and misfortunes which the lean and more prosperous years of this country brought about, 
and today is one of the substantial men of the vicinity of Hugoton, and a participant in civic and 
business affairs. 

Mr. Gregory was born in Franklin County, Missouri, March 19, 1862, a son of Alexander Gregory, who 
went to Missouri from Kentucky before the Civil war and settled in Franklin County, where he passed 
the remainder of his life. He kept the country store at Shotwell and secured the establishment of the 
Star Mail Route to that point, where he was the first postmaster. The office derived the name of 
Shotwell because Mr. Gregory had killed two deer one morning before breakfast right at that place, 
and the neighbors suggested the name because of his skilled marksmanship. Mr. Gregory was born 
in Bath County, Kentucky, a son of a Virginia man, James Gregory, who went to Kentucky, became a 
planter and slaveholder, and there died.

In his native county John A. Gregory attended the country schools for four months each year during 
the winter terms until he was about twenty years of age, and was a factor of the parental home until 
he reached his majority. He was a farm hand in that neighborhood, working for $12.50 per month until 
he left the state, and when he left home his capital was $44. When he took the train out of Medicine 
Lodge, Kansas, he came into a region of strangers, alone, but his treatment from them was such as 
to give him encouragement. After entering the state he came into Stevens County by catching a ride 
with parties seeking the frontier homes, and rode from Ashland to Hugoton with one of these settlers. 
Mr. Gregory filed on the northwest quarter of section 6, township 33, range 38, a pre-emption which 
he commuted and subsequently let J. B. Watkins have under mortgage, as many other first settlers 
did their land. After paying his filing fees he had but $11 left, and had learned nothing but Missouri 
farming, but managed to subsist upon an occasional outside day's work. There were occasional 
primitive settlers' homes to be built, which provided some work, and later on he traded for a well 
auger and bored wells for two or three years, but made a bare living only at it. About this time he 
began raising a broom corn on his pre-emption and added to his possessions a broom corn seeder 
and hailer "on time. " He found some profit in operating this, and when he lost his pre-emption he 
farmed on any land in the neighborhood which was handy. 
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In December 1899, he homesteaded the northwest quarter of section 18, township 33, range 38, 
where he has since maintained his home. 

When he entered his present home Mr. Gregory had made some progress toward prosperity. He 
owned a few horses and some cash, and bought a three-room house, one and one-half stories in 
height, from south of Hugoton, and this, with a kitchen since added, has served him as a shelter and 
a home in which to rear his family. He continued the growing of broom corn on his homestead, and 
this was his principal enterprise until 1895, his product ranging from $40 to $60 per ton. In 1895 he 
bought a bunch of cows with money saved from his agricultural activities, paying $225 for seventeen 
head. In the year following he bought another bunch, paying $300 for twenty-five head, and these 
constituted the beginning of the hundreds of cattle which he has since owned. 

Many misfortunes have overtaken him in the loss of cattle, but he has persevered, and has sold them 
by the hundreds annually almost since the beginning. For many years he raised from 100 to 125 
calves annually, and from his first investment in cattle he has been able to pay for seventeen quarter- 
sections of land. There was a time during the years in which he was gaining experience in Kansas 
that he would have left the country had he been able to get away, but necessity forced him to stay 
here, and it proved the mother of his fortune. Mr. Gregory has played only a modest, although 
honorable, part in community affairs.

John and Mary took what was left of their family from Saint John's Township, Franklin County, 
Missouri, United States after 1855, where they probably attended their children's marriages. ..the last 
one being son; Leonard Farrar & Martha (BELL) Armstrong on 22 March 1855 and relocated to near 
Buck and Breck Post Office, Precinct 3, Dallas County, Texas, United States. Several Armstrong 
family researchers have claimed they made this move to escape the hostilities of the impending Civil 
War. However, I disagree since the Civil War was 5 years away and they were in no danger at this 
point. There was a tremendous migration and influx of many into Texas seeking the fertile land and 
Texas was wide open for homesteading. 

However, I can see where others could jump to the conclusion they made their move to escape the 
impending war, and I believe this false assumption is based on their reported return to Franklin 
County, Missouri in 1866 after the Civil War. 

But, truth is Texas was not the promised land others had proclaimed and etching a living from the soil 
was difficult at best. That's why Texas became known primarily as a cattle state. For every cow in 
Texas it took 5-6 acres of land to sustain them with suitable grass and feed. However, in Missouri, 
you could put 5-6 cows on 1 acre and raise more head of beef per acre than you could in Texas. This 
is why the Texas ranches where so huge, because there was not enough grazing land to raise a herd 
of cattle unless you had vast quantities of acreage. 

Consequently, I feel their departure from Franklin County, Missouri to Texas was motivated by the 
same reasons John and Leonard had made a trip to California... to seek prosperity and a better way of 
life for their family. The reason they returned from Texas to Franklin County was probably due to the 
lack of finding this prosperity in Texas and maybe the rest of the family was a little homesick for family 
and friends in Missouri.

the 1 870 Franklin County, Missouri Census 

Many of the families who were living in the Saint John's Township in Franklin County in 1870 are lost 
to census history. 

When the government microfilmed these records, they missed this township for the 1870 census. 

Saint John's Township was formed originally in 1819 and was recorded in the 1830, 1840, 1850, 
1860 and 1880 census and thereafter but they missed the 1870. 

Consequently, all of those people who were living in St. John's Township at that time are lost to 
recorded history. 

They list the city of Washington in the 1870 census but failed to record the residents that lived in the 
outskirts of Saint John's Township. 

This affects any children born after 1860 and died up to 1879. There is no census record, unless they 
are in family bibles or newspapers. 

Also, a child born in 1861 could have married by 1879 and left the family, which means it will be 
considerably difficult to tie them into a local family. 

If your ancestor lived in Saint John's Township in 1860 and you find them there in the same township 
in 1880, then most likely they were there in 1870. 

Due to a lack of foresight and wisdom, after the government microfilmed the census records, they 
destroyed the original census documents. 

This means we have no way of verifying or through advanced technology recovering lost data. 
Thank goodness for the heavenly records.

Researchers and compilers have made and continue to make errors when recording data concerning 
the census records. 

Book after book I see them record the age groups as 0-5, 5-10, 10-15, 15-20, 20-30, 30-40 , 40-50 
and so forth. 

The confusion lies in the census taker's report, which can be interpreted two ways: "are they 40 or are 
they 40?" 

If you read the census forms they state "under 5, of 5 and under 10, of 10 and under 15 and so forth. 
This means under 5 is actually 4 and under, of 5 and under 10 is actually 5 to 9, of 10 and under 15 is 
in reality 10 to 14. 

Why the authors of other books fail to correctly address the census age groups as they were intended 
baffles me. 

Here is a breakdown of each group to 1840. 

The 1790 record is pretty straightforward. 1-2-3-4-5 

(1) White males 21-60. 

(2) White males under 20 and over 60. 

(3) White females any age. 

(4) Blacks 12 to 50. 

(5) Blacks under 12 and over 50. 

The government at the time of the 1790 census was actually concerned with property owners and 
taxpayers. They were not really interested in recording an accurate head count of the population of 
the United States. 

The 1800 & 1810 census should read as follows for both sexes: 
Males and females: 1-2-3-4-5 

(1)9 and under (2) 10-15 (3) 16-25 (4)26-44 (5) 45 and over 
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The 1820 should read as follows: 



Males: 1-2-3-4-5-6 (1) 9 & under; (2) 10-15; (3) 16-18; (4) 16-25; (5) 26-44; (6) 45 and over 
Females: 1-2-3-4-5 (1) 9 & under; (2) 10-15; (3) 16-25; (4) 26-44; (5) 45 and over 

The 1830 & 1840 census should read as follows for both sexes: 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11-12 
(1) 4 & under (2) 5-9 (3) 10-14 (4) 15-19 (5) 20-29 (6) 30-39 (7) 40-49 (8) 50-59 (9) 60-69 
(10) 70-79 (11) 80-89 (12) 90-99 (13) 100 & over. 

This is how the government intended the reports to be read and recorded. Check them for yourself. 
In my reports, I use the correct method to record census data. 

From 1850 forward the stated age was recorded. 

On the following page I have enclosed a chart called a Census Grid for quick access to the census 
data.

I hope this clarifies some of the confusion and makes it easier to read the data. 

Evidence suggests the census takers were not diligent in keeping the age brackets from 
commingling. 

Consequently, if your ancestor was born on the cusp, then the age bracket may be off a few years.

Marriage records by the civil authorities are a poor source for data ... almost next to useless. 

The Catholic Church kept exceptionally good records of birth, death and marriages even to the point 
of recording the parents of each participant and sometimes the birth location of the parents . 

Because of such diligence in record keeping, I have been able to trace my French ancestry back to 
the 1600's. 

For instance these are two examples: 

BAPTISM: Ste. Genevieve Catholic Church, Baptismal Records Book "C", 1789-1820, Page 413: 
Odile Lor, born Sept. 7, 1817, daughter of Gabriel Lor and Catherine Benton was baptized 7 June 
1818. Godparents: Jacques Bonne and Therese Coleman. Ste. Genevieve, Ste Genevieve Co., MO. 

MARRIAGE: St. Joachim's Catholic Church, Old Mines, Mo. Page 20: On 10 Feb 1834, Antoine 
Valley, son of Charles Valley and Marianne Corset to Elizabeth Lore, daughter of Gabriel Lore and 
Catherine Benton. Witnesses: Gabriel Lore, Etienne Roussin, Terrence Owens, Benjamin Horine, 
and Obadiah Green. 

With such good record keeping you can see how progress on a family line could be easy to research. 

However, in the civil records, under a marriage, not only did they not include the parents, only under 
rare circumstances, but they misspelled, used nicknames, and failed in most instances to 
acknowledge the participants had been previously married. 

This makes research exceptionally difficult and open to error. 

The reason I am bringing this to your attention is to alert you to search the records of the local church 
where your ancestors lived. 

Sometimes these records can fill in blanks for you, if they have them. 

I have taken great strides to make this report as accurate as possible, however, there are probably 
errors because I do not have access to all the resources my readers may have. 

If errors are found please notify me and I will correct same with acknowledgement.

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Additional Reported Burials 

In the late 1990's the Four Rivers Genealogical Society 520 of Franklin Co, MO engaged the immense 
undertaking of recording the existing information found on all the headstones in all of the known 
cemeteries in Franklin Co., MO. They charted each township and published books on each township. 

I salute their efforts and perseverance for completing such a task. It appears several hundred 
individuals were involved in bringing to light this great body of work. 

In their volume " Cemeteries of Franklin County, Missouri St. John's Township " on pages 34 and 
35 is a listing of headstone inscriptions for a cemetery they have named McCallister Cemetery. This 
is the original name of the cemetery however, only a fraction of their inhabitants were moved in the 
1980's to the present location off of Bieker Road. 

As you know, I have named this new cemetery the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery from its original name 
given to it from the early 1800s. This name was given to honor the Johnson family whose inhabitants 
are the dominant surname in this cemetery and to honor Sam Caldwell for donating the land for this 
"new" cemetery. Unknown to most of us, this land was the original home site of Kincaid Caldwell who 
settled in the area circa 1820's. 

There are several names of individuals listed on those pages, in the book, " Cemeteries of Franklin 
County, Missouri St. John's Township " who do not have present headstones. Their headstones 
may have been the victims of the bulldozer and their remains may still be at the original Thomas 
McCallister Cemetery area under some home or commercial enterprise. 

So, my reader when searching those cemetery books by the Four Rivers Genealogical Society be 
mindful the compilers did not observe all those individual's headstones listed in their book when the 
cemetery census was being taken. They included individuals they thought might have been buried 
in the cemetery using various outside sources. 

Seeking a cemetery census from outside sources prior to the 1980's is vital to identifying the 
inhabitants buried in those destroyed cemeteries. Only by cross-referencing the pre-1980 cemetery 
census with the Four Rivers Genealogical Society books will one be able to locate the actual burial 
locations of our ancestors.

Since the Four Rivers Genealogical Society has perpetuated calling this "new" cemetery the old 
McCallister Cemetery, probably because no one in their organization actually researched this 
cemetery and after all, who was going to find out about their error, except maybe one of the 
descendants of those ancestors removed? 

So consequently, all those researchers blindly followed their queue expecting the Four Rivers 
Genealogical Society knew what they were talking about, have now posted the McCallister cemetery 
on Find-a-Grave at this location. The only redeeming value is someone took pictures, poor pictures of 
those headstones. 

At the time in 2001, when I saw the headstones I was really only interested in the Johnson family so I 
did not take photos of ALL the headstones in the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery of Franklin County. 

Since, we have established the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery to be a recent new cemetery as per 
Ralph Gregory's testimony, then we should take a surname census to establish surname dominance. 

We can approach this two ways; first record all surname frequency regardless of maiden names and 
we get the following results. Second, record maiden name frequency only for females.

What this chart explains, there are 25 Johnson and Johnson female birth surnames buried in this 
location. There are 10 McCallister surnames buried here. There are 9 Campbell surnames buried 
here. There are 8 Caldwell surnames buried here. There are 6 Luckey surnames buried here. There 
are 5 Armstrong surnames buried here. 
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Therefore, based on these observations, The Johnson family is THE dominant family in this 
cemetery. I have already explained my reasoning for naming this cemetery the Johnson-Caldwell 
Cemetery of Franklin County, Missouri. 

Now, that we understand what happened to our ancestors' original burial ground, we need to verify 
the dates they were removed and from which cemeteries these people came from. 

Since Ralph told me Sam Caldwell donated the land for these ancestors in 1980, then it appears they 
were all relocated here after that date. It appears the only way to identify the original burial locations 
of these individuals listed in this cemetery is to locate a cemetery census or cemetery records prior to 
the 1980's and compare their names and locations. 

We know the old Thomas McCallister Cemetery was destroyed in the 1980's but we don't know the 
removal dates of the Johnson Burial Ground, Goebel Cemetery and Gregory Cemetery. Finding their 
newspaper's notices of their intent to remove, would probably list the then known inhabitants giving 
us the original locations and dates. 

I expect this book not to be the end of this controversy, I hope to stir, excite and motivate someone 
else to dig further into the facts and discover additional information concerning those 4 cemeteries. 

I imagine some of those inhabitants may have been buried on their farm property. In any case, further 
inquiry is needed to answer questions.

6. Do not loan or share your information, family heirlooms, special documents, one of a kind, pictures, or 
irreplaceable materials to non-professional researches or family members. These types of materials seen to 
disappear or become damaged. 

7. Make copies of important documents or materials when at libraries and be sure to write the name of the book, 
source, letter or film with the author's name and page number and year of publication. 

8. Genealogy work that is not documented is of little value. Remember, you are leaving a trail for those who follow. 
If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

1 0. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from 
interested family members. 

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory. Thank You.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families.
